If anything, the city can 
now be prouder than it was 
pre-Greekfest, for it deftly dealt 
with disaster, using large doses 
of two particular ingredients - 
planning and hard work, and 
who can challenge that? 

Oh, the critics tried. "City 
Too Regulated," "Too Much 
Red Tape," headlines read. But 
who cares? So what if people 
think the city imposed too 
many rules, devised in 
extensive planning sessions. 

At least Virginia Beach resi- 
dents' lives and property were 
well-protected. And that was 
what all the preparation was 
about. What's a little 
inconvenience, a little 
squelched fun? People can 
handle this. It's not the city's 
obligation to please everyone 
person at every instant. 

It is the city's obligation, 
however, to protect life and 
property, and that's just what 
it did!

Accused Of Overplan- 
ning?

£>o you know what it's like to 
have to ask smart people pre- 
dictable questions to which you 
pretty much know the answer 
before they give it? But you and 
the sources go through the mo- 
tions anyway, just for the record. 

There was plenty of that going 
on last weekend between some 
Laborfest press corps members 
and city officials. Both sides 
were well-rehearsed. And it sure 
made for some pretty boring 
reading. Who really cares about 
boardwalk water pistol battles? 
But this isn't what I want to talk 
about now. 

What I want to know is who is 
Jack Gravely? I understand that 
he's president of the Virginia 
conference of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. That's a nice ti- 
tle. But does it give him a right 
to tell the local and national press 
corps that this year's Laborfest 
weekend was flawed because 
"there was simply too much 
planning, too much police and 
too much B.S.?" That means 
"Beach Spin." 

Get real. Whether you're black 



or white, there are very few im- 
portant scenarios for which you 
can overplan. What kind of a 
leader is he? One who doesn't 
advocate proper, careful planning? 
Especially in light of last year's 
chaos. What does he want? If 
the city had formed any less than 
a 73-member biracial committee, 
he would have raged. And, as the 
mayor pointed out, there was 
NAACP involvement on the 
city's Laborfest planning com- 
mittee. 

He must be hungry for head- 
lines and to see his quotes in ink. 
He also knows that most of the 
media wants a counterbalance to 
everything. Therefore, while city 
officials forecast clear skies. 
Gravely can usually be depended 
upon* 10 provide some rain. 
Now, that's not to say that 
sometimes he may not be a valid 
crusader against true racial in- 
equities. But he has this one ail 
wrong. 

That was one of the most 
troublesome aspects of last year's 
trouble to some community 
members. That the community 
in general was called "racist." 
Why do you think the city was 
invaded last year and this year by 
a national press corps? It was 
clearly searching for police bru- 
tality and racism. But the 
accusations didn't stick last year 
and they didn't stick this year. 
These charges, of course, are 
what Gravely is perpeoiating.

Welcome to Vii^ inia Beach! 
Welcome to Lid»rfi^! 

Let me introduce to you the 
gentlemen seated hne: The co- 
chairmen of the Labor Day 
Community Coordination Com- 
mittee, Dr. Harrison B. Wilson 
and Mr. Andrew S. Fine. City 
mmager fw the City of Virginia 
Beach, Mr. Aubrey V. Watts, Jr. 
Co-directors of the Labor Day 
Task Force Office. Mr. C. Oral 
Lambert, Jr. and Mr. Daniel M. 
Stone; and Chief of Police 
Charles R. Wall. 

This Labor Day weekend, a 
caring and enlightened commu- 
■ nity and thousands of young 
people have a chance to create 
history. We can show a watching 
world that much is possible 
when people communicate, ex- 
change trust and share respect. 

The events of Labor Day 1989 
and the resulting media coverage 
tarnished the reputation of Vir- 
ginia Beach. The w(»'ld received 
a blurred view of this community 
and our visitors. 

Since that weekend, Virginia 
Beach has faced one of its great- 
est challenges. This community 
has devoted thousands of hours 
to planning and more than a 
million dollars in organizing for 
a peaceful Labor Day 1990. 
Planning for Laborfest '90 has 
brought together a diverse group 
of people • black and white, 
young and old, public and pri- 
vate sector - to deal with the 
issues and challenges head-on, in 
a positive manner and with a 
hopeful outlook. 

Immediately following the in- 
cidents of 1989, I called for a 
complete and objective review of 
the facts l^ an iadepeadeiit, 
non-partisan Labor D^ review 
commission. This commission 
examined the problems and made 
final recommendations to city 
council in January. The city ac- 
knowledged the need to be more 
actively involved in planning 
activities for Labor Day 1990. 
The recommendations of the 
commission became the objec- 
tives for the City of Virginia 
Beach. 

I am proud to say that we have 
met those objectives. For that 
reason, this weekend is already a 
success. 

The process got underway 
seven months ago when city 
council appointed a volunteer 
Labor Day community coOTdina- 
tion committee, the CCC, to 
centralize and coordinate plan- 
ning. This committee of more 
than 75 dedicated and talented 
volunteers is racially and ethni- 
cally diverse, and includes busi- 
ness and civic leaders, students, 
educators, concerned citizens, the 
clergy and military leaders. 

Subcommittees were created to 
address the needs of program, 
logistics, security, fund raising, 
community participation, and 
public infwmation. NcMfolk State 
University offered to coordinate 
entertainment, including outdoor 
concerts, picnics, step shows 
and a job fair. NSU's in- 
volvement and leadership has 
been vital. 

The CCC, NSU and the city 
have worked together for seven 
months developing a plan for 
Laborfest '90, with em|Hnsis on 



communication, understanding 
and tolerance. 
These effcMts included: 

• Participating in two Labor 
Day summits, conducted by NSU 
and students from other histori- 
cally black colleges in the East- 
em U.S., with student sugges- 
tions resulting in the name 
change to "Laborfest '90" and 
the closure of certain streets to 
provide a festival atmosphere. 

• Conducting police briefing 
team outreach visits to college 
campuses to open dialogue, dis- 
cuss perceptions and build rela- 
tionships. 

• Providing additional human 
' relations training for police. 

• Studying other resort cities' 
management of large student 
crowds. 

• Coordinating and consult- 
ing with the U.S. Department of 
Justice Community Relations 
Service. 

• Distributing preliminary 
festival plans, visitor informa- 
tion and hotel availability to 
130 college campuses and asso- 
ciated Greek-letter organizations 
in the spring; and to student 
picnics in Washington and 
Philadelphia during the summer. 

• Conducting nine public fo- 
rums to keep the>community in- 
formed about Laborfest plans and 
to seek input 

• Producing Laborfest infor- 
mation programs for the city's 
cable network and televising 
several public forums. 

• Collecting more than 
$170,000 in donations to help 
pay fOT entertainment and asso- 
ciated costs for Laborfest '90. 

• Distributing Laborfest up- 
date newsletters to citizens, 
businesses, civic organizations 
and surrounding communities. 

• Organizing a festival trafHc 
plan, including free, secure and 
convenient satellite parking and 
low-cost visitor shuttle U'ans- 
portation to reduce traffic grid- 
lock near the oceanfront. 

• Organizing hundreds of 
volunteers, including the na- 
tional Black Police Association 
and local clergy, to serve as fes- 
tival assistants to meet and greet 
visitors during Laborfest '90. 

• Ensuring that events and 
entertainment would be available 
on the beach, on Uie boardwalk 
and near the oceanfront. 

This weekend, as Laborfest '90 
visitors arrive in Virginia Beach, 
they will find a variety of enter- 
tainment and vacation activities 
and hundreds of volunteer hosts 
to greet them. They will find a 
city committed to a positive, 
joyable and peaceful weekend 
festival. 

Responsible people of good 
will were willing to face an ex- 
traordinary perception problem. 
These people took the time, 
made the efhnt and cared enough 
to make this weekend a win-win 
situation for everyone involved. 

Many of you have done a 
splendid job of informing the 
public about this weekend. I ask 
that you as media representatives 
keep in mind the role you will 
play in making Laborfest '90 a 
success.

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Why Does America Waste Energy? 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, non-partisan, 300- 
member civic activist group which 
monitors city government. 

America wastes as much energy 
as any otho- country in the world. 
Have you ever wondned why? It's a 
lot more dian just new technology 
and developing new sources of en- 
ergy. Politics plays a v»y big part 

The OPEC nations, led by Saudi 
Arabia, could easily raise die price of 
oil to ahnost any price diey wish. 
Why don't diey raise it to $40 or $50 
a barrel, or even higher? Very 
simple. They would not (Hofit by 
raising prices higho'. They are al- 
ready bleedingUierestoftheworldforabnostalldiemoneyitcan spare. If they : 

raiseid die [nice of oil too hi^, oil consumer nations would have to start : 
conserving and finding other eno^gy sources. The net result revenues wouki • 
not increase appreciably, and a very great danger would exist Uiat consumer ; 
nations might find ways to do widiout oil entirely. So, Uiey string us along and : 
salt away the money tfiey receive, or invest it in real estate and other • 
moneymaking businesses in die U.S. and elsewhere. 

You really can't blame diem. AftCT all, sooner or later even dieir wells will ; 
run dry, just as is happening to our wells now. 

But why shoukl we be sitting on our hands, watching our money flow j 
ovo^eas while our standard of living goes down the drain? If we wait for 
Congress, our state General Assembly or our local city council to do some- ; 
thing, nodiing will ever get done. We keq) forgetting diat die overwhebning 
majority of our rqsesentatives in government owe dieir position of power to 
die special interest groups who contributed to their campaigns. They are 
dierefore beholden to diese groups and wouldn't for an instant diink of doing 
anydiing that would harm their interests. Many of die lexical tilings diat can 
be done to save eno'gy and reduce the import of oil would impact heavily on 
many major industries; oil and automobile industries just for starters. 

There is much talk about placing a heavy tax on imported oil. Sounds good, 
but what would be die long range effect? It would, of course, raise revenues 
for die fed^al government which Congress would quickly find ways to spend, 
widiout reducing our natk)nal debt. It would encourage further oil exploration 
and furdier dq)lete die dwindling oil resales diat still exist in diis country. 
When these run out we will be even more at die mercy of those countries that 
still have reserves. But die American dl industries and those states diat 
produce oil would love it 

It would make a lot more sense to place a heavy tax on all oil to encourage 
efforts to reduce oil consumption. This would not be very popular widi many 
people, particularly die car manufacturers, truckers and just plain folks who 
heat their homes with oil. No congressman in his right mind would even think 
of doing diis! But how long do you think it would be before cars would be 
getting higher mileages, we would be shipping more cargo by energy efficient 
b^ins, and houses would be built or retrofitted for smaller energy losses and 
heated by solar energy? Sooner or later we are going to have to do it why not 
now? 

What this country needs is some good solid thinking widi a liberal dash of 
imagination and a careful sbidy of all factors involved. France, for example, 
now generates some 75 percent of all its electrical energy widi nuclear power 
; plants. Why can^t our country, one diat develc^ied die atomic bomb and made 
nuclear energy possible for die world, be able to do likewise? If we can explode 
atomic and hydrogen bombs safely deep underground in the Nevada desert 
why can't we build atomic power plants deq) underground also? 

A few years ago we saw a pn^sal for a coal slurry pipeline diat would have 
brought coal more cheaply to power generating plants in this area, and saved 
a lot of oil bumed by long coal trains diat now do die same job. There were 
many objections raised against diis project but the fact remains diat diey have 
been operated successfully in odier parts of die counuy. Here it was killed by 
die state General Assembly after a lot of lobbying by die railroads. 

Locally, we hear a lot about car pooling and forcing people to do it against 
dieir wUls by building High Occupancy Vehicle (HOV) lanes from Virginia 
Beach to die naval station in Norfolk. How many of our planners have talked 
with die Navy about car pooling? Back in die 70's die Navy was red hot on car 
pooling and would only provide parking spaces for carpoolers. As a result 
many who worked for die Navy as civilians joined car pools. It woriced fairly 
well tor most who spent all day in one budding. For diose who had to travel 
around the station to various wictely sqiarated (tffices or commands, it became 
a problem. Yes, diere w«e buses diat could carry you around to where you 
wanted to go, but diey were only for mUitary personnel. Civilians were not 
allowed to use them! We wonder if this situation still exists or if die Navy has 
taken corrective action. 

Speaking of HOV lanes, we wonder why diey have not been already 
installed on 264 leading into Norfolk. If diey had, maybe diere wouldn't have 
been die need to spend die millions that have been ^nt on die California-style 
puzzle of overpasses that have been and are still being built diere. 

We hear a lot about mass Uansit Again, die above problem would apply to 
diose who would be dumped at one of die naval station gates, particularly on 
a rainy morning. At die other end, die need for a commuto^ to reach a terminal 
is made difficult by die lack of sidewalks in our fair city. Thus, even moe 
parking must be {xovided at the tominals. 

Some developments in Virginia Beach have a short section of sidewalk in 
front of four or five houses and nowhere else in the develq)ment This may 
seem strange, but these were die model houses diat were shown to prospective 
buyers to indicate what dieir house would look like when built. They failed to 
let die buyo^ know diat the sidewdks would never be built As a result if you 
want to walk to the grocoy store a few blocks away, you have to walk in the 
street and take your life in your hands. Is it any wonder that everybody in 
Virginia Beach has at least two cars and refuses to walk any wh«e, no matter 
how close? How much energy and even lives would be saved if we had 
sidewalks on all our streets? 

An interesting sidelight to the sidew^k problem is that new construction, 
based on saving the ecology, will not only have no sidewalks but no curbs as 
well. The dieory is diat runoff will filt»' into die ground in the shallow ditches, 
or swales, to be budt on the edges of the roads and Uius be purified before it 
reiK^hes die rivers and bays. A bocm to developers who will not have to build 
curbs or sidewalks, it will gready increase die risk to pedestrians, since even 
die edge of die road wUl be poorly defined, much less provided widi a safe 
si(tewalk on which to get around. This type of construction will also heavUy 
increase the city's cost of road maintenance, as driving and parking on die 
swale will compfKt die soil to a pant diat wato' will no longer pocolate and 
will have no place to go. The swales wUI dien have to be dug up, cleaned and 
reinstalled. It seems (kwbtful diat this is a inacticable solution and socmo^ w 
later die city and die resictents wiU have to pk:k up die tab for sidewalks and 
curbs, widi space no longer available for retention ponds to control runoff and 
cle^se die wai^. But what elected ofrK;ial would diiidc to take diis great 
saving away from die developos? 

Back at die federal government level. Congress would be well advised, in 
spite of die need to control ^sending and rediK:e die national (tebt to restwe 
die $320 million it cut from die avckax fiiskm research {vogram. If nuclev 
fuskm powo^ plants b^cnne a redity, power will be so chei^) we will all be rkh 
and we wcxi't have to qj^d bUlions and risk the lives of Amerk^ans (kfending 
die world's sources of di in die Mideast and elsewhere in die world. 

All diis seems very omiplkated. But if we truly want lo conserve energy

As the school year begins, the education community, akmg with parents 
and the rest of the taxpaying community, is faced with tough decisions. 
With the quality of the education our children receive at slake and the threat 
to our ability to compete in the world maricet severely challenged. Ameri- 
cans must begin to lock at alternatives. 

As ediKators, we sat in disbelief as Governor L. Douglas Wilder an- 
nounced significant financial shmtfalls which will require cuts to idready 
lean local budgets. In Virginia Beach, the siperintendent of schools an- 
nounced a freeze on hiring and limited future hiring to those positions 
which would impact directly on instructimi. What this would mean to 
guidance counsetors at the elementary tevel, school psycholc^sts, visiting 
teachers and school social workers, people who already feel the stress of 
having to balance too few hours with too many children who despoately 
need their services, is naturally catastr(q)hic. The role of the service 
{xovidn' is s^oudy in jeopardy. 
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Parents^ and the community as a whoJe^ 
must also accept the responsibiUt^ to support 
teachers ^ough Oieir recognMon that with- 
out adequate education, our children are seH- 
ously UmUed in their choices for the future.

The good news is that approximately 50 percent of this waste 
paper is composed of high-grade papers, such as white ledger, computer 
printout and note paper, which have the most stable recycling markets. 

By recycling this paper, you can significantly contribute towards the ef- 
fort to {M-otect the environment and presave natural resources and you may 
even see a reduction in your waste disposal costs. 

Now that you know the benefits of recycling, there are several items to 
consider before beginning your office paper recycling progran. 

The main component necessary to make your program work is a c^iable 



and enthusiastic office pt^jer recycling coordinator. The coordinator will be 
responsible for employee education programs concerning which materials 
are recyclable and which are not, designing the office paper recycling sys- 
tem and finding a market for the papCT. After the first few weeks, the pro- 
gram should run smoothly, with limited additional supervision from the 
recycling coordinator. 

Once the recycling coordinator has been selected the foUowii^ "do's" and 
"don'ts" should make the road to creating your own office paper recycling 
program an easier one. 

Do 

• Do publicly secure an endorsement frwn your company's manage- 
ment in the form of a letter/memo to all employees, in which the im)gram 
is introduced and supported. This will encourage participation to filter 
down from department heads and supervisors to all employees throughout 
thewganization. 

• Do involve employees and let them know the benefits of their ef- 
forts, not only in saved disposal costs, but also in the saved environmental 
costs. 

• Do designate committee chairpersons to assist you with office pq)er 
collection duties. 



• Do perform weekly evaluations during the furst stages of the pro- 
gram. ... 

• Do keep management, supervisors and all participatmg employees up 
to date on changes affecting program operations. 

Don't 

• Don't design your office paper recycling program outside the hd)its 
of your organization's employees; for exwnple, if most employees use 
computer iwintout paper, don't design the emphasis of your program on re- 
cycling white ledger papea^; employees will not be encouraged to recycle. 

• Don't crunfple the paper to be recycted; it takes up much more space 
than a flat piece of paper. 

• Don't label your recycling program as a "get rich quick scheme" fw 
your organization. 

• Don't ignore non-administrative officer personnel; they too may want 
to participate in the recycling program. 

• Don't rely on just one maricet for your recycW)le material; search out 
other paper recycles; they are out there.

"I Really Had A Vision" 



Linkhom Park's Louise Wilson Founded The First Virginia Beach Friends Meeting And School To 
Spread Education And Spiritual Growth

Louise Wilson came to Vir- 
ginia Beach in 1952. 

Little did she know that she 
would become the founds of the 
first and only Quaker school in 
tte city. 

"I really had a vision. I had a 
picture of starting a meeting 
here." the Linkhom Parte resident 



house. Soon after, in 1955. Wil- 
sm began a school in the home's 
basement. The first year, the 
school taught five and six year 
olds. Another grj^e was added 
each following year. 

"It's something that grew kind 
of naturally. It's all gone along 
with education and spiritual 
growth." Wilson said. 



Wilson, who was raised by a 
Quaker family in Woodland, 
N.C., had a dream of instilling 
spiritual growth in the commu- 
nity's younger and older mem- 
bers. 

Wilson, who graduated from a 
Quaker boarding school in 1939, 
attended Guilford College in 
Greensboro, N.C. There she met 
her husband Bob, who she mar- 
ried soon aft^ graduation. 

The Wilsons lived in High 
Point, N.C, where she played 
the role of mother and housewife. 
The family made the move to 
Virginia Beach when Bob decided 
to open his own business. 

The Wilsons began the Vir- 
ginia Beach Friends Meeting, ac- 
tually a church, in their home in 
1953. There were no members at 
first, except for the Wilsons and 
their two children. At the time, 
they were the only Quaker family 
in the area, she said. 

"We were already active in an- 
other church because there weren't 
any Quakers here," Wilson said. 

When an uncle in North Car- 
olina offered to purchase the land, 
the Wilsons found a lot on 
Laskin Road to build a meeting 




Now, the Friends School caters 
to more than 100 children in 
grades kindergarten through mid- 
dle school. 

"It's not a school diat's trying 
to make 'little Quakers,'" Wilson 
said. "There are probably about 
10 Quakers in the school." 

Wilson said there are only 
about 100 Quakers currently liv- 
ing in Virginia Beach, because, 
they don't move in large groups. 

"Quaker education is all over 
the world. It's people that believe 
in simplicity and equality and 
things we think are important," 
Wilson said. "It's a good auno- 
sphere for children to be brought 
up in." 

Wilson, who has worked as a 
teacher and principal at the 
school, said the students use a lot 
of the same curriculum as the 
public schools. But. the class- 
rooms are much smaller, so she 




feels the childrens' education are 
more enriched. 

"We feel like it's worth our 
doing it." she said. 

Wilson works ctosely with in- 
dividuals and small groups, many 
of them adults, and sp^s much 
of her time speaking to Quakers 
all over the country. 

"I'm not 'dead' yet I'm contin- 
uing to grow along with other 
people," she said. 

Wilson's hobbies include 
walking, swimming and ball- 
room dancing. She and her hus- 
band, a real estate broker, also 
enjoy watching basketball games. 

Wilson, who has been married 
for 49 years, said if she had to 
change anything about her life it 
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Louise Wilson 

would be ^^eam sooner what it 
means to be a wife." 

"I've always been learning and 
growing. It just took me longv," 
she said. 

When explaining what makes 
her tick, Wilson said that out- 
wardly it's people and inwardly 
it's "wanting to come from a real 
deq) place. 

"I'd really like to come into a 
place in my life that I could love 
people more than I want to 
change them; I do believe in that 
sort of thing," Wilson said. "I 
want to keep going. There's not a 
day that I think that I have vrived 
anywhere. I want to keep grow- 
ing and do it hand and hand with 
others." 
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More "C" Students Taking SAT Tests 



A greater proportion of "C" stu- 
dents in the Virginia Beach public 
schools take the Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test than do their counterparts 
in the state and nation, according to 
school division test expels. The 
result is a lower overall score for 
the division. 

Offlcials were examining data 
provided by the College Entrance 
Examination Board, which 
administers the SAT, for clues as to 
why student performances in the 
city declined. The average verbal 
score on the SAT among Virginia 
Beach students fell from 431 in 
1988-89 to 418 in 1989-90, the 
average math score from 476 to 
466. Both city averages were below 
state and national figures. 

In registering for the SAT, stu- 
dents are asked to provide their 
school grade average. The percent- 
age of students reporting a grade 
average of "C" in Virginia Beach at 
32 percent is sharply higher than 
the state level of 23 percent or the 
national level of 18 percent. And 
the percentage of "C" students tak- 
ing the test in Virginia Beach has 
increased steadily, from 30 percent 
in 1988-89 and 29 percent in 1987- 
88. 

More Virginia Beach high school 
graduates historically attend college, 
so more take the SAT. In Virginia 
Beach, 68 percent of the high 
school seniors took the SAT test in 
1989-90. compared with 58 pocent 
of Virginia seniors and 40 percent 
of U.S. seniors. Most of the addi- 
tional Virginia Beach test-takos are 
self-rqxxted "C" students. 

Within each self-reported grade 
average. Virginia Beach suidents 
continue to outperform their peers 
on both the state and national lev- 
els. 

Self-reported "A+" students, for 
example, scored 589 on the verbal 
section and 653 on the madi, well 
above the slate's average of 559 
verbal and 623 math and the na- 
tional averages of 551 and 626, re- 
spec^vely. 

Even self-reported "C" students 
in Virginia Beach do better than 
"C" students throughout the state 
and the nation, with a 369 average 

performance on the verbal s«:tion

1989-90 SAT Scores Have Declined 



Virginia Beach students' perfor- 
mances on die national Scholastic 
Aptitude Test declined in 1989-90 
from the previous year, according to 
school division officials. 

Beach students scored an average 
of 418 on die verbal section and 
466 on the mathematics section of 
the SAT, down from 431 verbal and 
476 madi in 1988-89. 

The SAT is a standardized test' 
produced by the College Entrance 
Examination Board and is widely 
used in college admissions deci- 
sions. Data released recently by the 
college board indicated scores also 
fell nationally and in Virginia 

Virginia Beach is phasing in 
major changes in curriculum, 
teaching strategies and assessment 
over the next three to five years. 
Significant revisions in many cur- 
riculum areas to into effect with the 
beginning of the 1990-91 school 
year. 



Long before SAT results reached 
the school division, Virginia Beach 
educators began plans to help stu- 
dents do better on the test and on 
the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test. The SAT and PSAT orienta- 
tions and woricshops offered to stu- 
dents signing up for die 1990-91 
tests have been completely re- 
vamped and strengUiened. In addi- 
tion, a series of five programs will 
air on the school division's cable

P.D. Carbone, a Virginia Em- 
ployment Commission (VEC) in- 
vestigator, testified that Clanton 
and Nealon had falsified VEC doc- 
uments pertaining to their search 
for work, while claiming and re- 
ceiving unemployment benefits in 
March of 1990. 

Both Clanton and Nealon had 
each listed eight employers diat 
they had personally contacted fw a 
job, in a acccwdance widi VEC reg- 
ulations. A subsequent investiga- 
ticHi revealed no such contacts had 
beramade.

-WALLPAPERING — 



Several years after installing 
pressure-treated wood, homeowners 
may begin to notice dark spots on 
the silvery gray wood and widening 
cracks in the wood. These are the 
effects water, ultraviolet light and 
mildew can have on the appcaiance 
of any outdoor wood - even pres- 
sure-treated lumber.

"To ensure your deck not only will 
last for decades, but look good, you 
should retreat it with a wood 
preservative or water repellent about 
every two or three years." 

Signs that your deck needs an- 
other application of wood preserva- 
tive and water repellent include 
mold or mildew around the deck 
edges or any graying of the surface. 
Another indication is when water 
stops beading up on the deck like 
on a well-waxed car. 

"For the best results, a new deck 
should get a treaunent with a wood 
preservative and water repellent as 
soon as possible. In two or three 
years, it should get another coat of 
water repellent only. Then in an- 
odier two to five years, it should be 
treated with wood preservative 
again," says Seman, "and the cycle 
"rqjeaied." 

Proper wood preservative 
application is the key: 

The steps to retreating a deck are 



not difficult. Just remember you 
must remove existing paint and 
stain before another coat of wood 
presNvative can be reapplied. 

"When you consider the average 
price of putting a deck on your 
house is $3,000. you realize it's an 
invesunent worth protecting," says 
Seman. "Applying a water repellent 
and wood preservatives can add 
years of life to your deck, both in 
structural durability and apptsr- 
ance." 

Seman recommends these simple 
steps fw retreating your deck. 

• Be sure the wood is clean and 
dry. Strip away any stains m paints 
before retreating your deck. 

• Do not use steel wool to re- 
move marks on the wood. Steel 
wool can darken the wood. 

• If mildew is present, wash the 
deck with DAP deck cleaner and 
brightener. or a SO/SO dilution of 
househoki bleach and water. 

• If extractive bleeding (s^) has 
occurred, scrub the deck with a di- 
luted solution of oxalic acid, avail- 
able at your local drug store. Be 
sure to wear rubber gloves and eye 
protection when handling oxalic 
acid. Mix about 1/4 - pound of acid 
in one gallon of water, use a brush 
to scrub away the sap and then 
wash the surface at once with clear 
water. 

• Apply wood preservative wiUi 
a brush or roller. Do not spray. 
Spraying doesn't give you the same 
penetration you get with a brush or 
roller. Spray mist also can float 
onto surrounding vegetation or be 
inhaled. 

• Do not apply wood preserva- 
tive if the lumber or product is 
colder than 40 degrees Fahrenheit

Virginia Beach resklents wishing 
to help their fellow man now have 
the perfect opportunity. 

Local Red Cross chq)ta's are in 
dire need (^ blood donors. 

Due to recent mass military 
deployment to the Persian Gulf, the 
Red Cross anticipates 1.000 fewer 
units of donated blood per month. 

And, said Robyn Klcsath. public 
relations manager for Tidewater 
Region Blood Services, the Red 
Cross' blood supplier, "One thou- 
sand units is a whole lot of blood 
to go uncollected." 

The whole Tidewater region de- 
pends heavily on the military for 
blood donations, Klcsath said. "In 
fact, it is our largest supplier." 

And it is vital for the Red Cross 
to maintain an adequate blood sup- 
ply, because, said Robert S.B. Os- 
sman, a Red Cross dir»;tor, "The 
Red Cross is the only blood collec- 
tion organization in this area serv- 
ing the blood needs of civilian hos- 
pitals." 

Tidewiter Regional Blood Ser- 
vices, the Red Cross subsidiary, 
provides blood to S8 hospitals, 
both civilian and military, in 87 
cenu-al and Southeastern Virginia 
and North Carolina counties, said 
Klesath. 

l0ent B€d Cross 
Chapf^rs are in ^0 
need ^fMmddm&rt^. 

"And unless we receive additional 
community support, we )iyill ^ in 
a crisis situation." she said. 

The local Red Cross chapters can 
alert other, non-local chapters of 
this crisis, said a Tidewater Regi(xi 
Blood Service consultant, Debra 
Pool, in order to receive outside 
support, "but we don't usually do 
this ... we don't Uke to have to do 
this." 

"What the service would like," 
however, said Pool, is to "have 
certain civilian employers pick up 
the slack." 

Virginia Beach companies can 
support the Red Cross by allowing 
their employees to donate blood on 
company time, she said, and some 
Virginia Beach companies already 
do this regularly, "but we are hew- 
ing this will increase. 

"Some companies don't like to 
let their employees off the line," 

Pool said. "It's a matter of dollars 
and cents." 

Local Red Cross chapters are 
currently planning a marketing 
strategy plan, said Pool, "whereby 
we will ask employers to suCT|ort 
us. Key people will be contacting 
employers, telling them how im- 
portant this is." 

"And," said Pool, "lending a lit- 
tte stq)port is not difficult" 

When a company agrees to sup- 
port a Red Cross blood drive, she 
said, it chooses an iqq}ro{Hime time 
for the drive, and either allows a 
company room to be set up. as a 
temporary blood drive facility, or 
allows workers to travel to a 
designatol blood drive location, said 
Pool. 

Company directors, she said, tell 
their employees that they are sup- 
porting the drive and encourage 
them to donate. 

If many local companies agreed 
to lend their support. Pool said, 
"we could avmd a crisis." 

Klesath said Virginia Beach r^i- 
dents who want to help ease a po- 
tential crisis and who do not give 
during a comi»ny-qxNisored drive, 
can come out for otter local drives. 

Any support, whatsoever, makes 
a differoice. she said.

9,000 Shriners Celebrated 50th Anniversary At Beach 



Plan To Return For 
Years To Come

"We come to Virginia Beach 
because it's a nice family resort, 
with friendly residents," said 
Robert G. Bagley. the Mid-At- 
lantic Shrine Association's 
(MASA), former presittent. 

Bagley, a Chesapeake city 
councilman and past Khedive 
Temple potentate, was one of the 
approximately 9.000 shriners 
who were "partying" last wedcend 
at the oceanfionL 

MASA, which is composed of 
members from 24 shrine temples 
from eight mid-Atlantic states 
and Washington, D.C., usually 
holds its annual convention in 
Virginia Beach "to promote 
camaradarie among the men - and 
our wives back us up," said 
Bagley. "But, this year is special 
cause we came to celebrate our 
SOth anniversary - our golden an- 
nivCTsary." 

Of the SO MASA conventions 
held to date, 16 have been in 
Virginia Beach, Bagley said. 

"We chose Virginia Beach for 
this celebration because it's a 
lovely city," Bagley said. "We 
plan to come back here for the 
next three years - we haven't 
made plans further than this yet" 

Last weekend, which for the 



shriners began on Wednesday, 
Sept. 5, was a busy one. Pwhaps 
the weekend's highlight was the 
four-hour All-Shrine Parade on 
Atlantic Avenue on Saturday, 
which featured uniformed units 
from various temples. Other 
events included many breakfasts, 
banquets and meetings, some of 
which included s|)ecial enter- 
tainment and contests. 

Bagley said MASA is "first 
and foremost a charitable organi- 
zation - we're in the business of 
helping crippled children - we 
fund 19 orthopedic hospitals and 
three bum centers, spre^ all over 
the country."

And shriners across the country 
work very hard, said MASA oea- 
surer, James H. Epperson, past 
potentate for the IGiedive Temple 
and a Portsmouth resident. 

"Last year. North American 
Shrines had a $280 million bud- 
get," Epperson said, "raised from 
Shriners' dues and from charitable 
events, such as the Oyster bowl 
game and East- West Shrine 
Game. This all goes toward 
helping the crippled children and 
bum victims." 

Shriners, known publicly for 
their red velour "Fez" hats clad 
with jeweled letters, emblems.

1989 Statistics Vary 
Only Slightly From 1986 
Crash Facts

In 1989. Virginia Beach had me 
highest number of automobile 
crashes among Virginia cities. 
With 242.699 licensed ^vers, there 
were 8,257 crashes, 34 fatalities and 
3,876 injuries locally. 

In 1988, there were 234.371 li- 
censed drivers. The number of 
crashes was higher in 1988 than in 
1989. There were 8,423 au- 
tomobile crashes, 27 fatalities and 
3,755 injuries. The death rate per 
licensed driver in Virginia Beach 
was lowor than the 1989 figure, at 
0.11. 

There were 100 more alcohol-re- 
lated crashes in 1988 than in 1989, 
but the number of alcohol-related 
fatalities was higher in 1989. Four 
more people died in 1989 as a result 
of a drinking driver's error than in 
the previous year, making it a loss 
of 19 lives in Virginia Beach. 
There were approximately 100 more 
people injured in alcohol-related 
crashes in 1988 than in 1989. 

The highest percentage of Vir- 
ginia crashes occurred when cars 
were going at a rate of speed be- 



tween 56 and 60 miles per hour, on 
a ctear day, going »raight with the 
driver violating no traffic safety 
laws. It is averaged that 2.74 hvcs 
are lost each^day as a result of traf- 
fic accidents. 

"Most accidents are due to driver 
error," according to Laura Beach, 
Division of Motw Vehicles (DMV) 
traffic safety infcMination specialist 
"People aren't paying attention to 
what they are doing. People don't 
realize tluU a motor vehicle can be a 
lethal weapon. They get too com- 
fortable in their cars. If used incOT- 
rectly. a motor vehicte can kill you 
or can kill someone else." 

Virginia Beach's fatality rate is 
0.14 deaths per licensed driver. 
Beach said one reason that the city 
may rank so high in the crash, 
death and injury category is the 
mixuire (^ rural uid urbm n»ds. 

"Rural roads tend to have more 
sevne crashes and urbiui roads have 
more crashes." Beach said. 

"The rural roads are dangerous 
because people speed, they are not 
as well mvked. and they are nar- 

rowo- with m(»e curves. Winding 
and curving roads ve more dan^- 
ous than strai^t roads, when cou- 
pled with high speed," Beach con- 
tinued. 

Automobile accidents are rqxxted 
across the state and sent into DMV 



Volunteer EMS Team 
Shows Compassion 



Two Virginia Beach motorists 
are travelling in opposite directions 
on a winding road during rush boar. 
Each is going approximately 40 
miles per hour when they see the 
other and apply the brakes. Crash! 
The collision has occurred. 

How do Virginia Beach 
paramedics handle this situatkni? 

"The first thing we do on the 
scene of an accident is assess the 
scene to see if it is safe. For ex- 
ample, we make sure there are no 
telephone poles with live wires 
down, no hazardous materials on 
the scene or if the car is in danga 
of blowing up. That is usually not 
the case," said William Kiley, Vir- 
ginia Beach Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) public affairs offi- 
cer. "Usually less than one-half of 
onepCTcent. 

"Of that one percent the majority 
of cars catch on fue at impact and 
don't blow up," he continued. 
"Then we stabilize the scene. That 
doesn't take long, only seconds. 



Then we begin to treat the pa- 
tients." 

Kiley, who said that he was pre- 
sent at at least ax of the 34 fatali- 
ties in Virginia Beach in 1989. ex- 
plained that one person will go 
around to every car involved iri the 
accident and determine how much 
attention each victim needs. This 
initial assessment is quick, deter- 
mining whether the victim is con- 
scious or unconscious, breathing or 
not breathing, whether there is a 
pulse or not and how badly the vic- 
tim is bleeding. 

"Even a person who is u^pped in 
a car may not be the most severely 
injured." Kiley said. 

The EMS team then engages in 
what they call "triage" or picking 
and sorting, where each paramedic 
and emergency medical trainer 
(EMT) is assigned to an individual 
patient.

Crash Facts 

Seat Belts Save Lives 

In Virginia in 1988, the leading cause of death was heart dis- 
ease. The second leading cause of death was cancer. The third 
was cerebrovascular diseases, the fourth pneumonia and in- 
fluenza. TTie fifth leading cause of death was chronic obstruc- 
tive pulmonary disease and the sixth leading cause of death was 
motor vehicle accidents. 

In Virginia Beach there were 34 motor vehicle accident fatali- 
ties in 1989. The Division of Motor Vehicles, the Virginia 
Beju:h Police Department and the medical community urge mo- 
torists to wear their safety belts at all times.

If 
you think it won't happen to you, you're wrong. It could.

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Strong Opposition To Tolls 

The Citizens Action Coalition is a 
six-year-old, non-partisan. 300- 
member civic activist group which 
monitors city government. 

Thanks lo WNIS talk show host 
Pat Murphy, the article in The Vir- 
gmia Beach Sun and die Coalition's 
July/Aug. issue (tf the Monitor, all of 
which helped to spread die word, die 
public heitfing of die study commit- 
tee established by die Sen^e Joint 
Resolution 94 was well attemtod. 
The hall at the Christopher Newport 
College in Newport News was 
packed widi an estimated 200 pat- 
ticipants. widi possibly another 100 
standees in the passageway outside. 
An additi(Mial grotq) of 50 persons 
from Chesapeake were later lepraied to have lost Uieir way and never found 
die meeting hall. 

The committee, which was created to study and make recommendations to 
die Genoal Assembly for die establishment of a Hampton Roads Regional 
Tranqxirtation Audiority. widi die power to impede tolls on roads, cotunly 
did not expect such a large turnout, or die rcactkm, to die proposed tolls. Widi 
die exception (rf a handful of spe^ers from die Chamber (rf Commerce, and 
business and government officials, die overwhelming majority vociferously 
opposed die formation of die propel audiority and its power to impose tolls. 
The opposition was led by Pat Murphy, who asserted diat die tranqxirtation 
funding problems were the result of mismanagement and misappn^ation of 
funding priorities. He emphasized diis by citing various unnMded six-lane 
highways built in odier parts of die state. He indicated diat die pnqxKed new 
12-lane by-pass highway around Washington. D.C., will be toll-free and 
called for the regional government toll bill to lie put to resL 

After Murphy, who received a standing ovation at the end of his presenta- 
tion, speaker aifter speaks medwdically brought up point after point in 
opposition to die regional transportation authority and to die use of tolls to 
raise funds for projects in die Hampton Roads area. Each speaker in 
oppositkm. and diere were speakers from civk: le^ues and other wganiza- 
tions as well as individual private citizens from Virginia Beach and odier 
cities, was loudly applauded as each point was made and at die completion of 
their ^jeech. 

One of die more telling desertions was diat of previous Virginia Beach 
Councilman John Moss, whose carefully researched and documented formal- 
type presentation covoed numerous important points in opposition not 
touched on by odier speakers. Anodier fine presenuition was made by Mr. Ben 
Krause. president of die Sea Breeze Farm Civic League. 

Delegate Glenn McClanan also spoke of the impcntance of coiain high- 
ways and questioned why certain improvements, which had been suggested 
for avoiding die slow downs at die tunnels, had not been implemented. He also 
called for a public hearing in Virginia Beach. 

By die end of die meeting diere could be no doubt diat tdls would be a 
political hot potato for any public official running for office in die near future. 

An interesting sidelight of die meeting was that Coalition President Rae 
LeSesne. who had registered to speak by a telephone call to a Senate Scott's 
office ten days before, was not called upon to speak and was forced to staatd 
up to assm his right to speak. When he asked the committee if diey had 
decided on holding a public hearing in Virginia Beach, as requested by the 
coalitions' letter to die chairman on August 22, he received only blank stares 
from die committee. After Le Scsne completed his presentation, die senator 
gracefully apologized for an oversight diat had resulted in die speakers list 
from his office not being used. He also acknowledged receipt of die coaliti(Mis' 
letter. The senator, it should benoted, did a fine job in conducting die meeting. 

It is now understood diat die committee has decided to hold anothff public 
hearing in Virginia Beach on Oct 22. So far, die kx;ation of die hearing has 
not been revealed. Judging from die attendance at die Newport News hearuig. 
we would suggest diat it be held at die Pavilkin. In any case we will keep you 
informed of the time and place where die meeting wUl be held.

Virginia Beach Residents, Young And Old, Are Enjoying The Benefits Of Ballroom Dancing; The 
Hobby Is Great Exercise

Much to her dismay. Louise 
Wilson was somewhat forced to 
attend a guest party at the Fred 
Astaire Dance Studio four years 
ago. 

Now, she and her husband 
Bob. are Cha-Chaing and Waltz- 
ing with the best of them. 

The idea to take ballroom 
dancing lessons was her hus- 
band's, Wilson said. Without her 
knowing, he promised a golf 
partner of his. who was taking 
dance lessons, that they would 
attend a studio social. 

"He said, '(*ay we'll be there,' 
because he'd been wanting to do 
this for years," said Wilson, a 
Linkhom Park resklenL 

A few days passed before Bob 
informed his wife of their plans, 
and when he did, she said, she 
was furious. 

"We danced a little in college 
and through the years we could 
dance with each other fairly 
well." she said. "I though it 
(lessons) was really tacky." 

Wilson finally agreed to go as 
a favor to her husband, but she 
still wasn't ia^py about it 

"When we arrived I thought, 
'Go^. I hate it I can't wait to 
get out of here,'" Wilson said. 

Much to Wilson's surprise, the 
couple was treated royally at tlie 
studio and each of the instructors 
took their turns dancing with 
them. By the end of the night, 
Wilson said, Bob had signed 
them up for lessons. 

Middle Plantation resident 
Carolyn Darden's story differs 
somewhat from Wilson's. It was 
she who wanted to take ballroom 
dancing lessons, not her husband. 
Herb. But, four years ago, for her 
birthday, he surprised her with 
lessons for two. 

"I had told him that was 
something I've always wanted to 
do," said Darden. Chesapeake's 
personnel director. 

The Dardens, who dance at 
the International Dance Studio, 
have been tidcing lessons together 
twke a week ever since. 

John Jones, a Fred Astaire 
sukUo dance instructCH-. said mcxe 
and mote older couples, Wat the 
Wilsons, are signing up for ball- 
nxmi dance lessons so they can 
enjoy dancing with each other 
more. Youn^r people are also 
interested, te said, becaasc many 
of the dance ^q}s can be used on 
nightclid) dffiice flows. 

There are nx different types of 
ballroom dances: the Fox Trot, 
Waltz. Tango, Cha-Cha, Swing 
and the Rumba, Jmes said. The 
ol(test and most traditional, the 
Waltz, originated with kings and 
(yieens, he sakL 

The most poiHiliff, though, are 
the Cha-Cha and Swing, which 
are American style, fast dances. 
Many dance sbKtents are also ea- 
ger to learn the El^tric Sli(fe. a 



new dance seen in many clubs. 
Jones said. 

"If it's a dance, we can teach it 
to you," he said. "We have a 
standard of dance. If we sell 
lessons to somebody and we 
promise to teach them a dance, 
we guarantee it." 

Wilson said that after her in- 
uroductory lessons, she finally 
caught on to the basic dance 
steps. She then moved on to the 
intermediate class, and after two 
years of lessons, was placed in 
the bronze group. 

"I was so bad. I couldn't get 
my feet right. Tears would roll 
down my che^s," she said. "Our 
goal was to be able to dance re- 
ally good with each other and 
learn the basic steps." 

Darden has progressed to the 
silver intermediate level. Accord- 
ing to Jones, there are four levels 
of performance - bronze, for so- 
cial dancers; silver, for flashier 
dancers with more style; gold and 
supreme gold, for the more expe- 
ri£»)ced dancers. 

Although the Dardens have 
progressed to a higher level, she 
said they will still continue to 
take lessons, because there is al- 
ways more to Icam. 

"We feel real good about where 
we are right now. We're always 
learning something new," she 
said. "It's a hobby and something 
we can take with us and keep de- 
veloping." 

Wilson said the insuuctor^ at 
her studio wanted her and Bob to 
enter competitions. But, they de- 
clined, saying they enjoyed danc- 
ing with each other for their own 
pleasure. Darden and ikr hustKuid, 
on the other hand, are currently 
woiking on a showcase where the 
students and instructors put (m an 
exhibition of dance routines. 

"It's a wonderful outlet from 
your job," Darden said. "It pro- 
vides you with the opportunity to 
physically exercise." 

She added that it's a wonderful 
way to meet'peq}le and socialize. 

For the Wilsons, though, 
balhtxmi dancing is not a social 
outlet, although they do go out 
dancing with friends on occasion. 

"It was (tefmitely so we would 
have something that neither of us 
had done very well. It's excellent 
exCTciK," she said. "It's given us 
anotho- lease, another thing in 
ourUfe." ' 

Jones said ballroom dancing 
oftNi builds confid^ice in people 
when they learn how to do it 
well. Dancing is also recom- 
mended by some doctors for 
health reasons. 

"There arc a lot of benefits you 
can get from it There's the sheer 
joy and fun of dancing. It's con- 
sidered the healthiest thing to 
do," he said. 

Students also develop good 
posture, Jones said. When sur- 
rounded by mirrors in a studio, 
(kmcers often cse about how they 
look white dancing. 

"They just have an air about

His intnests led him to 
pursue a d^ree in architecbird 
design from a private coltege in 
Indiansfx^ Caidwdl gtaduiUed 
in 1970 and went on U) Ailflll a 
long-lime dream of j<Mning the 
Peace Corps.

The fig- 
ures are analyased and puUidied in 
an annual rqiort Although the 
number of non-r^orted accidents 
cw not be detomined, "evmybody 
is siqjpoaed to report car envies 10 
die pcriice md the police d^ermine 
die severity of die accident," Beach 
sad. 

A total of 143, ISS car crashes 
occurred in die lOate of Virginia in 
1989. The number of drinking 
drivers was determined at 17,050. 
Fifty seven percent, or 9,734 
drinking drivers, were ccmsidered 
impaired at die timeof die accklent 

"A lot of effort has been done to 
decrea% drinking uid driving. Peo- 
ple are more awve of how danger- 
ous it is," Beadi said. "It's just not 
as socially acceptable as it used to 
be. It's still a problem, though, 
because those deaths are totally 
preventable." 

Beach said that die number of 
drinking drivers h^ declined in re- 
cent years, but. she said. "It has 
fluctuated. There are sdll too many 
lives lost because someone has 
gone odt and had a p^ and wasn't 
responsible fw their behaviM'. We 
oicourage the designated driver idra 
because any loss of life due to a 
drinking driver is just too mudi." 

The most prevalent number of 
drivers who crash while intoxicated 
appear in the 21- to 2S-year age 
group, according to die study, and 
they are mostly males. The same 
group of men also have the highest 
rate of accidents when diey are nm 
drinking and driving. 

"Men are consistently involved 
in motor vehicle crashes, with 
young men tending to be die most 
dangerous," Beach said. "They take 
greater risks and are involved in 
more drinking aad drug use while 
driving. The combination of die 
two results in crashes. Women's 
numbers are increasing, diough. 

"The 18 to 35 age range is the 
most common age range for drink- 
ing and driving," Beach continued. 
"This encompasses several cate- 
gories in the crash facts publica- 
tion. Tills is a period when peq)le 
vsnd to drink and drive more oft»i." 

Holiday weekends arc dangerous 
times on Virginia highways, ac- 
cording to die crash facts publica- 
tion. Labor Day in 1989 had die 
third highest holiday death rate widi 
IS people dying during the three- 
day weekend. The fourth of July 
had the highest amount of deaths at 
27, and Memorial Day had die sec- 
ond with 16 deadis. 

During holiday weekends. Beach 
advises motorists to "plan ahead 
for your trip. Don't be rushed. 
Get pl^ty of rest before you take a 
trip so you're not tired. Check die 
car and make sure that the tires are 
safe, diere are enough fluids, and do 
a maintenance checkup before you 
leave. If it's a long trip, take a 
break every few hours. 

"People push loo hard, especially 
on three-day weekends. They travel 
long distances in short periods of 



time and take chances diat diey or- 
dinarily wouldn't tidce in a car." 

In 1989, October was the most 
dangerous month to be on the rosKl. 
Tlicre were 13,466 crashes that 
month. December was the next 
most dang^ous mondi. Felavaiy 
qjpeared to be die safest nnondi in 
which to drive, but diere were still 
10,542 accidents in die 28-day pe- 
riod. 

"In October the cold weather 
starts and it starts getting cooler. 
Maybe dierc are more pec^le on die 
roads. It fluctuates from year to 
year. A huge ice storm may anive 
in a particular mondi and duow die 
statics way off. It's hard to tell 
why a particular month is more 
dangerous dian anodier," Beach 
said. 

The lading cause of death in 
Virginia is not traffic accidents, 
however. According to the crash 
facts publication, accidents are die 
sixdi most frequent cause of d»di 
fai die state. In order, die u^ five 
leading causes of death are as fol- 
lows: heart diseast, cancer, c^ 
brovascular diseases, pneumonia 
and influenza, chronk; obstructive 
pulmonary diseases and fuially, 
number six, motor vehicle acci- 
dents. 

"A scary statistic in 1990," 
Beach said, "is diat iqi to August 
12, thore have been 13 deaUis of 
childrm undor the age of four in 
Virginia. There were only five at 
diis dme in 1989. Parents don't 
realize how dangoous it is for chil- 
dren not to be in a safety seat. 
Nine out of die 13 children who 
have died in 1990 were not in a 
safety seat 

"It is a law for chiklren to be in a 
seat, but diey are also expensive. 
DMV has a free loaner program so 
diat anyone who does not have one 
or cannot affCM'd one can get one 
free," Beach said. 

Accidents are preventable, 
according to Beach. The highest 
percentage of accidents that occur 
(with a driver violation) is undo" die 
category of "failure to yield die 
right of way" (12.5 percent). The 
next highest violation is driver 
inattention (10.9 percent). Most 
accidents involve two vehicles, 
widi one or die odier driver being at 
fault. 

"The diing that makes driving 
die most dangerous is die drivers 
diemselves. You can take a defen- 
sive driver who is sober and they 
can drive on a Itad road,' but when 
you take a driver who is not paying 
attention and has been drinking, 
diey cannot It makes for a deadly 
combination," Beach sakl. 

There are severe penalties for 
drivers who are arrested for drinking 
and driving. This, Beach said, 
hopefully deto^ most people from 
driving under the influence of alco- 
hol, or drugs. Eleven pocent of all 
car crashes are a result of a drunk 
driver, and diis is a statistic Uiat 
should one day. idealistically. be at 
zero. Beach said. 
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More "C" Students Taking SAT Tests 



A greater proportion of "C" stu- 
dents in die Virginia Beach public 
schools take die Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test dian do dieir counler|»rts 
in die state and nation, according to 
school divisicm test experts. The 
result is a lower overall sc(»e for 
the division. 

Officials were examining data 
provided by the College Entrance 
Examination Board, which 
administers die SAT, for chies as to 
why student perfonnances in the 
city declirKd. The average verbal 
score on die SAT among Virginia 
Beach students fell from 431 in 
1988-89 to 418 in 1989-90, Uie 
average madi score from 476 to 
466. Bodi city averages were below 
state and national figures. 

In registering for the SAT, stu- 
dents are asked to provide dieir 
school grade average. The percent- 
age of students reporting a grade 
average of "C in Virginia Beach at 
32 percent is stiarpty nigner than 
die state level of 23 percent (x die 
national level of 18 percent And 
die percentage (^ "C" students tak- 
ing the test in Virginia Beach has 
increaKd steadily, from 30 percent 
in 1988-89 ami » pcrcaii in 1987- 
88. 

More Virginia Beach high school 
graduates hi^cvkally attetxl college, 
so more take \ht SAT. In Virginia 
Beach. 68 percent of die high 
sclwol seniors took die SAT test ui 
1989-90. cOTipared widi 58 pac«it 
rf Vir^nia ^niors and 40 percent 
of U.S. senitMs. Most of die iMkU- 
liMi^ ViiKinia B^dh v^-akcn arc 
scIf-R^wrttd tr *iArts.

Although Virginia Beach scores 
are higher for each grade category 
than state and national averages, 
they are somewhat lower than city 
students have achieve in previous 
years.

U.S. Savings Bonds Are Now Tax Free For College. 
Good News Today. Better News In 18 Yeare. 




The city is conducting road 
tests for approximately 700 of 
its drivers who have until April 
1, 1992 to be certified under the 
universal licensing program re- 
quired by Federal and State law. 

Dwight Blankenbaker, the 
citjt'J safc|ty administrator, ex- 
plained to city council, at a re- 
cent work session, that the 
drivers come under the Federal 
Commercial Vehicle Act passed 
in 1986, and under correspond- 



ing state legislation approved in 
1989. 

The law's original intent was 
to eliminate multi-licenses for 
trucks crossing state lines. But 
when the legislators lowered the 
weight limit of the trucks that 
would be involved to 26,001 
pounds, a considerable number of 
the city's vehicles was included - 
pickup trucks, garbage trucks and 
vehicles with trailers. 

The Division of Motor Vehi- 



cles (DMV) had only one exam- 
iner for the job, however, 
Blankenbaker said, and therefore 
decided to allow the city to take 
on the road portion of the test- 
ing while the DMV will oversee 
the written part. 

This is a federal-mandated {H'o- 
gilaffl. Tran^nation funds will 
be withheld from states that do 
not comply, but that no federal 
funds were provided to do the 
job.

Bemttd Murchland, professor of social philosiqphy at Ohio Wesleyan 
Univnsity and editor of The Antaeus Report, wrote a position iMper on the 
subject entitled ^'Educating for Citizenship." He asserts that a citizen must 
know something, a citizen must do something and a citizen must believe 
somediing. 

"I am convinced that a iKCKsary condition of citizenship is a ^rong belief 
in a basic cluster of democratic values. I don't just mean the formal 
requirements of a free society like elections, due jmxess and free q)eech, 
impwtttit as these are." Miuchkmd continue, "What I have in mind are 
what we might call the exi^ential underjnnnings of democracy - an almost 
tacit set of attitudes and expectations, of habits and commitments . . .

Hpwever. in 
tnuma situations, basic life sufqxxt 
and CPR are more critical thaa 
defitmUatkHi." 

The Virginia Beach EMS have 
one primary goal, asxfxding to Ki- 
ley. "The START program says it 
all. START stands for the Simple 
Treatment and Rapid Transport," 
explaining the paramedics' jd> to a 
tee. 

"Our job is to stabilize, to trans- 
port and treat patients on the 
scene." said Kiley. "Trauma cm 
only be stabilized by a surgeon. 
There is a period of 60 minutes 
from the time of impact until a pa- 
tient should be under a surgecm's 
knife. We call that the 'golden 
hour.'" 

If it takes the EMS team more 
than 20 minutes to clear an accident 
and get the victims to a hospital 
they are upset, according to Kiley. 
"Our average response time is 6.6 
minutes," he said. "It takes 
approximately 121 seconds for the 
call to be put through, 90 to 180 
seconds for us to get into the 
ambulance, and depending on the 
traffic conditions, we get there as 
fast as we can. I only wish that 
people would pull over to the right 
and stop when they see the ambu- 
lance coming." 

High traffic times are the peak 
times for accidents, said Kiley. 
From 6 to 9 a.m and from 4 to 6 
p.m. are the peak times for auto 
crashes in Virginia Beach. "This is 
simply because there are so many 
people coming and going on the 
road. They are mostly fender-ben- 
ders that clear up before we get 
there, but we have to report just to 
be sure," he said. 

Although the early morning and 
early evening hours are the peak 
times for accidents, Kiley suggested 
that the most dangerous time to be 
involved in an accident is between 
12 and 2 a.m. on Sunday because 
"the majority of the people out 
there are not sober," causing more 
serious accidents to occur, Kiley 
said. 

During high volume traffic 
hotirs, the Virginia Beach EM9b 
teams engage in posting. Several' 
different ambulance teams are" 
"posted" at different locations 
throughout the city, such as Pem- 
broke Mall, Lynnhaven Mall or any 
area that runs parallel to the 44 Ex- 
pressway. The units are posted ac- 
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cording to the demaai intensity of a 
particular area. 

"This is not the same as a high 
volume area," Kiley explained. 
"We go wherever we are needed. 
Some days we don't get a call, but 
some days we get several. It's dif- 
ferent at certain times of the day or 
night." Kiley said that the EMS 
units usually receive more calls on 
the road than they do in-hmise. 

When the paramedics and EMTs 
see accident victims they are all 
compassionate, said Kiley. "I hate 
to see the type of trauma that we 
do. When I sec injuries occurring 
simply because people do not, wear 
their seat belts I get distressed. We 
treat many people who are injured, 
but not seriously injured. Even if 
it is a minor injury we tell them 
that they need to tie seen because 
we don't know whttt happens inside 
the body in a decelo^on injury. 

"Their wgans are just hanging 
there." he continued, "held together 
by ligaments and blood vessels, 
niaking it easier for the heart to tear 
away from the aorta. This could 
cause a patient to bleed to death." 
This type of injury is otherwise 
known as massive internal injuries. 

Kiley said that in a head on 
collision there are three actual 
collisions. One is when the car 
hits the other car or tree, ete. The 
second collision is when the body 
hits somethings else, be it the 
windshield, steering wheel, dash, 
ete. The final impact is other 
things hitting you, like debris, fly- 
ing parts, ete. 

"The third collision is when the 
accident can most injure someone 
who is not wearing a seat belt," 
Kiley said. "Instead of being part 
of the car, the victim is a sq)arate 

entity," making it a potentially 
more dangerous accident 

Kiley said that he enjoys his job. 
otherwise he wouldn't volunteer to 
do it. "In regards to treatment - in 
any illness of injury there's defi- 
nitely compassion involved. That's 
why we volunteer. We don't run 
rescues on paid time. We are the 
largest all-volunteer rescue depart- 
ment among the 200 largest popu- 
lation of cities in the country." 

There are 635 volunteers on the 
Virginia Beach EMS team. 

"The system is Virginia Beach is 
volunteer and it is not a taxed or 
charged service. We are funded 
solely by donations, which turns 
out to be an expensive venture," 
Kiley said.

How to Make a pressarc treated wood 
walk: 

1. Place 2"x4" runners on e<^e at a distance 
qnrt dial will allow ^)ivoxiniately six inches of 
watt: to extend beymid each runner.

ZincOxide Inhibits Growth 
a Mildew 

Some paints are more vubtera- 
ble than others to attack by 
mildew fungi. Zinc oxide, a 
common paint pigment in top 
coats, inhibits the growth of 
mildew. Titanium dioxide, an- 
other common paint pigment, 
has very little inhibiting effect 
on mildew. 

Considering oil-base paints, 
mildew progresses mwe readily 
on exterior flat house paint than 
on exterior enamel. Paints con-

ceptible to miklew. Of the avail- 
able water-base paints, acrylic 
latex is the most mildew-resis- 
tant. Porous latex (water-base) 
paints without a mildewcide ap- 
plied over a primer coat with 
linseed oil will develop severe 
mildew in warm, damp climates. 

Mildewcides are poisons for 
mildew fungi. The paint label 
should indicate if a mildewcide is 
present in the paint. If it is not 
present, it can sometimes be 
added by the local paint dealer. 
Paint containing mildewcides. 
when properly applied to a clean 
surface, should prevent mildew 
problems for some time. 

Prevention and Cure 

New Wood Swfaces 

In warm, damp climates where 
mildew occurs frequently, use a 
paint containing zinc oxide and 
a mildewcide for top coats over a 
primer coat which also contains 
a mildewcide. For mild cases of 



mildew, use a paint containing a 
miMewcide. 

Painted Wood Surfaces 

Befwe repainting, the mildew 
must be killed, or it will grow 
through the new paint coat. To 
kill mildew and to clean an area 
for general appearance or lot re- 
painting, use a bristle brush or 
sponge to scrub the painted sur- 
face with the following solution: 

<3 cup household detergent 

1 quart (S percent) sodium 
hypochl(Mite (household ble»:h) 

3 quarts warm water 

When the surface is clean, 
rinse it thoroughly with fresh 
water from a hose. Avoid 
splashing the solution on your- 
self or on shrubbery or grass as 
it may have harmful effects. Be- 
fore the cleaned surface can be- 
come contaminated, repaint it 
with a paint containing a 
mildewcide.

In cold-winter climates fall 
signals the end of the growing 
season, yet it is me of the busi- 
est times of the year for the gar- 
dener. 

The seasoned gardeiwr knows 
that a crisp autumn day is an 
ideal time to clean iq) the garden 
and prepare it for spring plant- 
ing, rather than toil with the 
soil on a blust»y day in March. 
The Garden Council, based in 
Chicago, reminds us that what is 
dug in this fall will bring a 
beautiful harvest next spring. 

• Fail Clean-up 

Clean up the vegetable garden 
and annual beds and cut back 
perennials after the first frost. 
This eliminates cozy hiding 
places tot insects and other gar- 
den pests. The lawn should be 
thoroughly raked for the same 
reason. Besides harboring in- 
sects, a cover of leaves will 
smother the lawn and retard 
spring growth. The last mowing 
should be at a low setting. Just 
before the Uwn freezes, fntilize 
again for a beautiful lawn in the 
spring. 

Weeds should be picked to get 
rid of seeds h(q>ing to germinate 
and grow next spring. 

Give your plants a fall check- 
up and look for weak or diseased 
plants. Eliminate any plants that 
might infect (x take energy from 
neighboring plants. 

• Pruning 

Pruning is a late fall activity 
which should be done after the 
trees and shrubs drop their 
leaves, which means they are in 
a dormant stage. Inspect trees 
and shrubs {ox dead wood or in- 
fected limbs. Pruning will im- 
ivove shape, allow sun and air in 
and create a healthier plant. 
Overcrowding and crossing 
branches will slow the plant's 
growth. 

• Fertilize 

Spring planting will be more 
effective with fall's preparation. 
Work fertilizer and composted 
organic matter into the soil be- 
fore the ground freezes. Next 
spring, when the soil begins to 
thaw and absorb melting snow 
and spring rains, the nutrients 
will be dispersed to feed your 
first plantings. Talk to your gar- 
den center professional for the 
proper formulas for various types 
of plantings. 

• Plant 

Fall planting is one of the se- 



creu to a beautiful ^ring gar- 
den. Fall-planted bulbs and 
perennials will come to life next 
spring after their long winter 
hibernation. The snow drops and 
colorful crocus will be the first 
spot of color poking dieir heads 
through the melting snow in 
early sfving, uxm to be followed 
by the trumpets of the daffodils. 

Lawns, trees and shrute ^uld 
also be planted in early fall to 
develop root systems that will 
prepare them for the rigors of 
summer. A lawn started in 
September will be thick and lush 
next April/May. 

• Mulch 

Mulch used in spring and 
summer to control weed growth 
is a little different from the 
mulch used in winter. Winter 
mulch should not be dense and 
heavy. Create your own mulch 



from shredded tree branches, pine 
boughs and small leaves, which 
should be put down when the 
ground is frozen in your region. 
This will protect your tender 
plants from severe winters. There 
are also many commercial 
mulches available at Jocal garden 
centers. In spring, the mulch is 
raked away to the compost pile. 

• Plan Next Year's Gar- 
den 

After the cleaning, feeding and 
digging is done, and winter's 
blasts have ended the gardening 
chores, it's time to start plan- 
ning for spring planting. The 
garden catalogs will soon be ar- 
riving to delight winter's fireside 
gardener. With the ground al- 
ready prepared, all that's left is 
to order the new seeds and plants 
that will star in next year's 
garden show.

Last mondi, die rescue squad, 
which is die largest all-volunteer 
rescue squad in die country, mailed 
out 35,000 pamphlets to residents 
in its primvy servke area, from die 
Oceanfront to Dam Neck and from 
Fori Story to Great Neck Road, 
asking for monetary contributions 
to die squad, said active life mem- 
ber. Rick Schoew. 

"The purpose was to raise mcmey 
for our annual fund drive," said 
Schoew. die squad's past public re- 
lations officer and unofficial 
spokesman. 

The Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squad, one of 11 in the city, is 
mainly suppwted by contributions 
from die community. The squad has 
an annual budget of $200,000, 
which covers equipment and sup- 
plies. 

Depending on the year, Schoew 
said the fund drive raises $iSO,000 to 



$70,000. The remainder comes 
from memcnrial contributions and a 
Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
Foundation, where businessmen ask 
for minimum pledges of $1,000 to 
benefit die squad. Funds also 
come from a onnbined federal cam- 
paign, a charity to which federal 
workers can contribute. 

"TTie city docs help us by paying 
for gasdine expenses. We are undo* 
die city's self-insured policy. They 
insure our vehicles," Schoew said. 

Before the city took over the 
squad's four ambulances and one

Pungo Strawberry Festival Says 
No To Changing Its Location 



Committee To Formally 
Vote This Week On City 
Manager's Suggestion

After a two-hour meeting last 
week, die Pungo Strawberry Fes- 
tival Committee unanimously 
decided against holding die annual 
festival at die Oceanfront next 
spring, as sugge^ni by City Man- 
age Aut»ey Walts. 

According to the festival's 
chairman, Stuart Cake, die coo 
mittee met widi Watts and/the 
assistant city manager afte^die 
festival in May, as diey do evoy 
year. At this meeting, the 
committee gives a rqxxt to die city 
manager and dies to iron out any 
problems diat arose during die 
festival. Watts suggested diat die 
committee consider moving the 
festival to Atlantic Avenue on 
Memorial Day weekend, or die 
weekend befwe, to kick off the 
be«:h season, which ends widi die 
Neptune Festival. 

"He had told us dus may be die 
last year he could approve, 
administratively, our permit to 
close down die streets," said Cake. 
"I wasn't expecting Uiat. I got 
blown out of die water on that 
one." 

The seven-year-old alcohol-free 
festival, which usually draws a 
crowd of about 120,000, closes 
Princess Anne Road, and Indian 
River Road to ftincess Anne Road 
and Muddy Creek Road, each year 
to traffic. 

Cake said Watts was concerned 
that die closing of die two-lane 
roads could lead to disaster in die

case of an emergency, although the 
festival has had no proUems so far.

"We 
also understand the concerns the 
city has."

Virginia Beach has smnething in c<»ninon with a teenager - 
both are develoinng physically quite rapidly, but iwither have 
)«t formed their mature and stable, fully-ieali^ i(tentities. 

Linwood Branch, the city's hotel and motel association 
president, noted the other day that Virginia Beach is the largest 
city in Virginia, but it has yet to have an easily recognized and 
understood ickntity. 

"Wluu are we known for, besides the ocxanfiront?" he asked. 
"We are full of potential, yet we don't have a variety of well- 
defined assets, like a major sports team, a large-scale amuse- 
ment park like Busch Gardens, an auto racing track, a horse 
track, an amphitheater." 

Branch is right on target, in one sense. The city has spent its 
energy just keeping up with its fruitful population growth, 
buildng and upgrading the essentials, like roads and schools. 
Granted, Virginia Beach has large farming, construction and 
military industries, but still, it has not yet expvided much be- 
yond its primary needs, to develop its hobbies md specialities, 
to define its unique features, to carve its creative niche in city- 
dom. 

Sure, the city has a little of this ami a litde of that - there is the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum, which is due to expand; 
Mount Trashmorc, with a baby sister in the making; Ocean 
Breeze Park, expected to be enlarged, the Pavilion, the Center 
fOT the Arts, the Neptune festival, the Life-Saving Museum . . . 

But basically. Branch pointed out, "we have been a pay-as- 
you-go city, and you don't really go anywhere being this way . 
. . it's time to take leaps ... we don't see the forest through the 
trees." 

The "trees" he describes arc the daily business items, the de- 
tails the city needs to attend to, to promote a high standard of 
living fw the community. 

The "fraest" is the city's future, which, like the teenager's, is 
in the fomiative stage, and which will be an outgrowth of deci- 
sions made today, and of roads taken and left behind. 

Perhaps it's time to venture out onto a new and unfamiliar 
road, to s»)p being so safe, so conservative and organized. 

So what is it going to be? Virginia Beach, the East Coast's 
golf resort; home of a good amusement park - a Busch Gar- 
dens, a Sea Wwld, a Frontieriand, a city capitalizing on light 
industry; a sanctuary for the arts? 

Residents might not want to think of their city as some big 
tourist attraction, but face it - this is what it will t^e to keep the 
city in the pink. 

And the city is ready for some renewed personal marketing. 
Laborfest was a warm-up, a good stretch. 

It's not time to recuperate now. It's time to get up and go; to 
take off running; tt) stretch, reach and soar. 

It's time to formulate an expansive city vision, and to unify 
the city's key sources of strength - its residents, city officials, 
business owners and developers. - K.L.H. 

Strawberry Festival

Last week, the Pungo Strawberry Festival committee had to 
make a very inqxirtant decision. It had to decide whether or not 
the annual, alcohol-free festival should be moved to the 
Oceanfront instead of keeping it in downtown Pungo. 

The committee agreed, probably much to the joy of many 
Virginia Beach residents, to keep the festival right where it is. It 
figured tiiat the festival is supposed to project a small-town, 
country, laid-back atmosphere. How could that be achieved at 
the Oceanfront, where surfboards, "boom boxes," and 
nightclubs are plentiful. It just wouldn't produce the same 
effect, would it? 

The reasoning behind moving the festival was safety. The 
city felt that it was too dangerous to block off the streets of 
Pungo for the festival. If any problems arose, emergency vehi- 
cles would have a hard time getting down the two-lane roads. 
The festival committee may not be granted permission to close 
the roads next year. 

More than 100,000 people attend the festival each year. 
Could it be that the city is in (tesperate need of another adver- 
tising tool to lure people to the beach, especially after this 
year's slow tourism rate? The city already told the festival 
committee that if it moved the event to the beach, it could be 
used to promote the city. 

Well, what about Pungo? That was one of the main reasons 
for holding the festival there for so many years. The people of 
Pungo originated the festival to introduce more people to their 
rural community and its abundance of strawberries. The pro- 
ceeds from the festival go right back into the community. 
Where would the m(»iey go if the festival were to be held at the 
Oceaniiront? To the city? That's not fair. No wonder the festival 
committee vetoed that idea. 

Leave the festival whae it is. Not everything has to be held at 
the Oceanfront. It's not the only part of the city we're proud of 
Pungo has a lot to offer and the festival is the best way to prove 
that to everybody. - K.L.D.

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Macrobiotics Not Just For Fanatics 

Japanese Diet Can Boost Attitude 

Many Virginia Beach reddoits 
protably canmx imagine sitting 
down to a macrobk^ meal of t^own 
rice, tentils, steamed kale and huley 
tea. let alcme (teriving any [rieasure 
from eating it 

I want to announce diat macro- 
biotics is not just for eccentrics, 
Img-haired women named Chloe, 

who drink carrot juice and chant while in yop positions. You do not have to 
believe in karmic ei»tgy or that Uie world is composed of yin md yang forces 
to gain something from Uiis diet. 

Take my grandmodier. for instance. Aging rapidly, her skin and eyes lus- 
terless, she tried a host of medications and specialists. Take this, do that, drink 
this, don't fry that; but nodiing wmked. It was not until she took a friend's 
advice, and gave macr(4>iotics a chance, that her healdi began to improve. Two 
years on the dietand she has moved from living room couch to office desk, from 
watching Dynasty reruns to giving dinner parties, from eating hard candies in 
bed to walking diree miles on die beach every day. She is not die woman I used 
to know, and she gives full credit to Mr. Michio Kushi, who brought macro- 
biotics to die states. 

I am not sure Uiat macrobiotics did all my grandmother claims, but it gave 
her a much needed boosL 

I want to tell you how to incorporate some macrobiotics habits into your own 
lifestyle, which I do not believe will cure your every problem, but will most 
assuredly improve your sense of well being, A cleao^ complexion, trimmo' 
flgure. fewer colds and headaches, increased energy, and a more positive 
attitude are some of die benefits. 

The basic macrobiotic diet consists of 50 percent cereal grains, 30 percent 
vegetables. 10 percent beans and sea greens and 10 percent miso. or vegetable 
soup. These recommendations accord widi those suggested by the Select 
Committee on Nutrition Human Needs, Dietary Goals for die United States 
(United Slates Senate, 1 977), stressing unrefuied carbohydrates and vegetables 
in lieu of reFmed carbohydreora md meats, a diet conducive to sound healdi and 
freedom from degenerative diseases. 

Macrobiotics differs from many healdi-oriented diets in its emphjsis on 
wholesome foods, combined in ways to enhance nutrition and metabolic 
efficiency. Chemicals, pres^vatives aad acidic foods, such as tomatoes and 
citrus fruits, are not allowed (you woukl be surprised at die havoc Uiey impose 
on stomach linings) and whole foods are urged, diat is. diose in which no ed- 
ible part of the natural grain, bean, fruit, or vegetable has been removed. Beans 
and grains arc left in dieir natural states, radio^ dian being cracked, crushed or 
ground, and die whole vegetable plant is used, including all edible roots, leavra, 
skins, cores and stems. Also, certain food combinations are sucssed. such as 
beans and rice, together providing a complete protein, or grains and vegetables 
which, when combined, are easily digested. 

Making die change to a macrobiotic diet requires a poiod of adjustment, 
especially if your previous diet consisted largely of meat, dairy products, 
refined starches and sugars, food mass-marketed hoe in the states. Just as you 
do not begin to jog by running ina marathon, ot start out singing by attempting 
Madame Butterfly, you should not expect to begin overnight. It takes time, but 
don't all good things? 

It can be helpful to begin widi a transitional diet, a slow and sensible, step- 
by-slep change towards eating more wholesome foods. A bansitional diet 
gives your body the necessary time to ad^qpt to new sources of nourishmrat. 
allowing you to make gradual adjustments in your eating habits. Why not oy 
one macrobiotic meal a day, and limit your sweets, red meat and fats? 

Any grocery sttwe will have brown rice and various odier cereal grains, like 
barley, millet, kasha, and oats. Probably right next to these you will find beans: 
adukis, lentils, black-eyed peas, kidneys, pintos. and more. Pick out one or two 
grains which appeal to you. and die same for die beans. I recommend your basic 
brown rice and lentils.for starters. Next, head towards produce. Buy whatever 
looks good. With macrobiotics you are basically eating vegetables, grains and 
beans, widi limited fish, fruit and seeds. One ^vantage is diat you only have 
to go to a couple of places in die grocery store to get all that you need. AJiotho' 
is diat you can eat for under diirty dollars a week. 

A basic meal is 3/4 cup grains. 1/4 cup beans, 1 cup steamed vegetables, and 
a tcKscd salad widi a dash of vegetable or olive oil. Season widi any spice, from 
curry to chili powdo*. but avoid iodized salt. Small amounts of sea salt are per- 
mitted, a sprinkle perhaps on your rice and vegetables. It sounds spartan, but 
most people are surprised at how much they enjoy even their first meal. 

While beginning diis diet, stick to diese staples. But later you will want to go 
to a healdi food store. Most carry miso soup, sea greens, all kinds of grains, 
amasake (a non-dairy milk), sesame seeds and other foods you can elaborate 
with. 

I warn you diat macrobiotics is addictive. Beginning five mondis ago, I ate 
oatmeal for breakfast, two meals of beans, grains and vegetables, and one or 
two apples a day for just sevwal weeks when people began telling me I lo(4ced 
healdiier, my hair shinier. I felt mcwe energetic, more cheerful. The trouble 
was, when my boyfriend adced me out for pizza or Chinese food. I had to say, 
"Sorry, remember my diet." A friend wanted me to taste hw brownies, but no, 
I could not let a morsel pass dirough my Ups. I realized Uiat I could not let my 
dietary preferences become so all impc»lant. Now. f(M' die most part, I stick to 
die food plan, but if diere is somediing "taboo" I really want, I go ahead and 
have it. such as eating a liule rice diat is "not brown" (x using a little salad 
dressing containing salt I stUl feel better physically, yet am earful to avoid 
fanaticism. You can get too much of a good diing.

Lest we forget the 2,300 Americans who never returned and are 
unaccounted for in Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, Congress has 
designated Sept. 21 as National POW/MIA Recognition Day. The 
President issued the first such proclamation in 1979, making this the 
twelfth year for this observance. 

Vieuiam Veterans of AmCTica Tidewater Chapter #48 members have 
not forgotten their former comrades. These veterans are placing 
2,300 American flags on Mount Trashmore, reminding the rest of us 
of the consequences of war. 

Through the years, the nation has remembered those who fought 
and those who died in our nation's wars. Locating graves of 
Revolutionary War soldiers was started by the National Society 
Daughters of the American Revolutionary (NSDAR). This task has 
continued and a file is maintained by the NSDAR's historian general.

Artist Larry Mednick Turns Music into 
Three-Dimensionai Forms TiiroughWork 
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Larry Mednick was b(Hn to be 
creative. 

Since the young age of nine, 
he's been wooing audiences with 
his expertise violin playing; he's 
taken over his father's steel c(Mn- 
pany; and he's sculpting art 
pieces that are causing heads to 
turn. 

"I'm free to interpret my cre- 
ative life, which is a gift in any- 
one's life," said Mednick, a NtMrth 
End resident "I'd like to keep be- 
ing around here doing what I'm 
doing." 

Mednick, a Norfolk native, 
began playing the violin when he 
was nine, and gave his first full 
concert at 12 at Chrysler Hall. 
The violin wasn't Mednick's in- 
strument of choice; his Russian 
father chose an instrument for 
each of his three children. 

"I just found that I had a natu- 
ral talent and inclination for the 
violin. Things seemed to come 
pretty easy for me." Mednick 
said. 

Mednick began studying the 
violin with I.E. "Izzy" Feldman, 
a "well respected and renowned 
figure in violin teaching." Feld- 
man, otherwise known as "Fiddle 
Pop," demanded pwfection from 
his students, Mednick said. 

"1 was fortunate enough to 
have him as a teacher," he said. 
"He wouldn't tolerate people who 
didn't prepare their work. He was 
very inspiring." 

Mednick began playing with 
the Feldman String Quartet, giv- 
ing local concerts. He graduated 
from Maury High School in 
1947. but couldn't decide if he 
wanted to give up the violin to 
go to college. He hung around 
Norfolk for about 18 months and 
attended Old Dominion Univer- 
sity, then the College of William 
and Mary's Norfolk division. 

"I spent one and one-half years 
playing the violin, giving con- 
certs and going to college." Med- 
nick said. 

He then decided to go away to 
college, so he enrolled in Ohio 
State University, but flunked 
most of his classes because he 
was too preoccupied with his 
violin. Mednick said he needed to 
be in an environment with no 
"musical seductions." 

Mednick then went to Virginia 



Tech, wha% he majored in struc- 
tural engineering. His interest in 
that field peaked when his brother 
went into the engimering {Mofes- 
sion and because his father 
founded Gkibe btm in Norfdk. 

After college, Mednick joined 
the Navy, which he said he had to 
do during the Korean War, and 
flew with carrier groups until 
1956. 

"It was a peat experience be- 
ing in the scrwice. I saw it help a 
lot of people learn the foundation 
of learning," he said. 

Whoi he rebvned, Mednick re- 
joined the quartet and went to 




work for his father. Because he 
had worked as a steel erector dur- 
ing his summers as a teenager, 
Mednick had enough experience 
to start as a draftsman/engineer. 

"We fabricated uid erected 
structural steel for buildings, 
bridges, government work and 
private work," he said. "It's al- 
ways challoiging. It's different all 
the time when you're using your 
imagination." 

Mednick's imagination was put 
to plenty of use. not only 
through his job, but also through 
his hobbies. When he returned 
from his Navy stint, he Uick up 
sculpting, but gave it up because 
it was too time consuming. 

In 1980. Mednick left the 
quartet, married his wife Martha, 
and began sculpting steel again. 
He sold a few pieces of his work 
in several art shows, but really 
began concentrating on sculpting 
when he hurt a finger four years 
ago, forcing him to give up the 
violin for one and one-half years. 

"Being familiar with steel and 
its particular qualities," is what 
Mednick enjoys most about his 
work. 'There aren't too many 
limitations. I saw the opportu- 
nity to make music in a three- 
dimensional form." 

Many of Mednick's sculptures 
are related to musical motifs. His 
unusual wwk led him to private 
commissions by word of mouth. 
After sculpting several pieces for 




a local construction company, 
Mednick was asked to convert a 
steel railing, on top of a roof 
deck on a high-rise building at 
the Oceanfront, into a work of 
art. After preparing five or six 
sketches, Mednick finally chose a 
semiabstract, figurative design. 

The total length of the railing, 
built for the new Pavilion Cen- 
ter, is 170 feet. It consists of 
several sections made of three- 
eighths of an inch of steel plate, 
with figures burnt out of the 
middle with a torch. 

"It was a particular challenge 
to me. It had to be designed to 
give the feeling of being open, 
yet it couldn't have openings over 
six inches by six inches," he 
said. "It's one of the most unique 
railings mywbere. I've rarely seen 
an absuact railing, certainly not a 
pictorial railing." 



Mednick, who is now Globe 
Iron's president, recently received 
another railing commission for a 
couple in Birdneck. Tjiis one. he 
said, is "wild. It's going to be 
oazv." 

In his spare time, Mednick en- 
joys reading, cooking, surfmg, 
golfing and playing tennis. He 
still plays the violin, but at his 
leisure. He gave four or five con- 
certs last year and will perform in 
the Virginia Wesleyan College 
concert series tlus year. 

"The opportunities that there 
are to explore, taste and savor as 
part of your spirit," is what 
makes Mednick tick, he said. 
"Everything is fresh and new ev- 
ery time you approach it. Life is 
always a lot of fun. It's important 
to not let the gravity of most 
day-to-day situations grab hold of 
you."

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Artist Larry Mednick Turns Music Into 
Three-Dimensional Forms Through Worl(

Larry Mednick wax bom lo be 
creative. 

Since the young age of nine, 
he's been wooing audiences with 
his expertise violin playing; he's 
taken ov«' his father's steel crnn- 
pany; and he's sculpting art 
pieces that are causing heads to 
turn. 

"I'm free to interpret my cre- 
ative life, which is a gift in any- 
one's life," said Mednick, a North 
End resident "I'd like to keep be- 
ing around here doing what I'm 
doing." 

Mednick, a Norfolk native, 
began playing the violin when he 
was nine, and gave his first full 
concert at 12 at Chrysler Hall. 
The violin wasn't Mednick's in- 
strument of choice; his Russian 
father chose an instrument for 
each of his three children. 

"1 just found that I had a natu- 
ral talent and inclination for the 
violin. Things seemed to come 
pretty easy for me," Mednick 
said. 

Mednick began studying the 
violin with I.E. "Izzy" Feldman, 
a "well respected and renowned 
figure in violin teaching." Feld- 
man, otherwise known as "Fiddle 
Pop," demanded perfection from 
his students, Mednick said. 

"I was fortunate enough to 
have him as a teacher," he said. 
"He wouldn't tolerate people who 
didn't prepare their work. He was 
very inspiring." 

Mednick began playing with 
the Feldman String Quartet, giv- 
ing local concerts. He graduated 
from Maury High School in 
1947, but couldn't decide if he 
wanted to give up the violin to 
go to college. He hung around 
Norfolk for about 18 months and 
attended Old Dominion Univer- 
sity, then the College of William 
and Mary's Norfolk division. 

"I spent one and one-half years 
playing the violin, giving con- 
certs and going to college," Med- 
nick said. 

He then decided to go away to 
college, so he enrolled in Ohio 
State University, but flunked 
most of his classes because he 
was too preoccupied with his 
violin. Mednick said he needed to 
be in an environment with no 
"musical seductions." 

Mednick then went to Virginia 



Tech, where he majored in struc- 
tural engineering. His interest in 
that field peaked when his brother 
went into the engineering profes- 
sion and because his father 
founded Gk^ Iran in N(»f(dk. 

Afto- college, Mednick joined 
the Navy, which he said he had to 
do during the Korean War, and 
flew with carrier groups until 
1956. 

"It was a great experience be- 
ing in the service. I saw it help a 
lot of people learn the foundation 
of learning," he said. 

Whoi he re&imed, Mednk;k re- 
joined the quartet and went to 




woik for his father. Because he 
had worked as a steel erector dur- 
ing his summers as a teenager, 
Mednick had enough experience 
to start as a draftsman/engineer. 

"We fabricated and erected 
structural steel for buildings, 
bridges, government work and 
private work," he said. "It's al- 
ways challenging. It's different all 
the time when you're using your 
imagination." 

Mednick's imagination was put 
to plenty of use, not only 
through his job, but also through 
his hobbies. When he returned 
from his Navy sunt, he took up 
sculpting, but gave it up because 
it was too time consuming. 

In 1980, Mednick left the 
quartet, married his wife Martha, 
and began sculpting steel again. 
He sold a few pieces of his work 
in several art shows, but really 
began concentrating on sculpting 
when he hurt a finger four years 
ago, forcing him to give up the 
violin for one and one-half years. 

"Being familiar with steel and 
its particular qualities," is what 
Mednick enjoys most about his 
work. 'There aren't too many 
limitations. I saw the opportu- 
nity to make music in a three- 
dimensional form." 

Many of Mednick's sculptures 
are related to musical motifs. His 
unusual woric led him to private 
commissions by word of mouth. 
After sculpting several pieces for 




a local construction company, 
Mednick was asked to convert a 
steel railing, on top of a roof 
deck on a high-rise building at 
the Oceanfront, into a work of 
art. After preparing five or six 
sketches, Mednick finally chose a 
semiabstract, figurative design. 

The total length of the railing, 
built for the new Pavilion Cen- 
ter, is 170 feet. It consists of 
several sections made of three- 
eighths of an inch of steel plate, 
with figures burnt out of the 
middle with a torch. 

"It was a particular challenge 
to me. It had to be designed to 
give the feeling of being open, 
yet it couldn't have openings over 
six inches by six inches," he 
said. "It's one of the most unique 
railings anywhere. Fve rarely seen 
an abstract railing, certainly not a 
pictorial railing." 



Mednick, who is now Globe 
Iron's president, recently received 
another railing commission for a 
couple in Birdneck. This one, he 
said, is "wild. It's going U) be 
oazv." 

In his spare time, Mednick en- 
joys reading, cooking, surfing, 
golfing and playing tennis. He 
still plays the violin, but at his 
leisure. He gave four or five con- 
certs last year and will perform in 
the Virginia Wesleyan College 
concert series this year. 

"The opportunities that there 
are to explore, taste and savor as 
part of your spirit," is what 
makes Mednick tick, he said. 
"Everything is fresh and new ev- 
ery time you approach it. Life is 
always a lot of fun. It's important 
to not let the gravity of most 
day-to-day situations grab hold of 
you."

Gates open at 10 a.m. each day 
and the air show starts at 1 p.m. 
Admission and parking are free and 
the public is invited to attend one 
or both shows, which are being 
held in conjunction with the 17th 
Annual Virginia Beach Neptune 
Festival, set for SepL 16 through 
30. 

The shows' highlights will be 
performances by the Blue Angels. 
The Angels will guicte their sleek, 
new F/A-18 "Hornet" fighter, attack 
jets through dozens of maneuvers 
during their 4S-minute air show fi- 
nale. 

Spectators will see everything 
from a World War II fighter airplane 
act to demonstrations by modem 
NAS Oceana-based F- 14 'Tomcat" 
jet fighters and A-6 Intruder 
medium attack bombers.

"Tlw city has spent enough 
mon^ on stiuiies of die land," said 
Councilwoman Reba S. McOanan. 
"I don't think it does any good to 
talk back md forth . . . we just need 
to make a good business decision." 

Linwood Branch, head of the 
city's Hotel/Motel Association said, 
"When is it time to make Visions 
in this city? As we sink into the 
sunset . . . this city tends to be a 
pay-as-you-go place, but you don't 
go anywhere by pay-as-you-go . . . 
you've got to t^e risks, to take ac- 
tion." 

Barrow, on the other hand, said, 
"There should not be a sense of ur- 
geiK:y with this." 

Ruiz said, "It has been more im- 
portant to be sensitive to what the 
community really wants and needs, 
and to what would generate the 
most money fen* die city, than to be 
quick about this ... if people give 
us time, we could come up with a 
very handsome offer for the city." 

Most residents, said Ruiz, sup- 
port the idea that the land "needs to 
be better utilized - it needs to be 
used for something to boost the 
city's economy and image." - 

But some would hate to see the 
Dome changed. 

. Lee Camahan, show secretary fw 
Virginia Cat Fanciers. Incorp., 
which has hosted an annual cat 
show at the Dome for 16 years, 
said, "They better not change it . . . 
if they do, our organization will 
probably fold. There's no way we 
would use the Pavilion - you have 
to walk too far from where you 
park." 

Camahan, a Virginia Beach resi- 
dent, said, further, "none of my 
friends want die Done torn down or 
changed. It's just like an old home 
for senior citizens. They hold 
groups and meetings and play 
Bingo Uiere . . . why can't diey 
leave it akwie." 

Ruiz said that if the Dome were 
converted into a planetarium, "we'd 
build or find another site fw die ac- 



tivities that used to go on at the 
Dome ... I cannot currently cite a 
loc^kxi." 

Heischober suggested diat the 
Dome's activities be moved to die 
I^viUm. 

Dick Wright, die Mid-Atlantic 
Shrine Association's 1990 duector- 
genoid, said his organizatkm wouM 
not want to move its annual Dome 
activities to the Pavilion. 

"We like the Dome's location," 
he said. "It's rig^t in the middle of 
die resOTt strip, and the Dome has 
just the right amount of floor sp^e 
for the 40 booths we set up each 
year." 

The Dome may have its follow- 
ing and its own particularly history, 
said McClanan.'^ut we can't get 
sentimental about diis . . . it's a 
matt^ of dcdlars and cents." 

Branch said, "We need to give 
our tourists diin^ to do, and we 
need to (k) it soon. Virginia Beach 
needs to form an identity . . . we're 
die largest city in Virginia, and we 
aren't even kiio\Mi fcM- anything yet 
- sure, we have the ocean, but we 
need more than diis to bring in the 
tourists." 

Bill Dillon, head of the city's 
restaurant association, said, "The 
Beach needs more family-oriented 
attractions, and it sounds like diese 
ideas woukl appeal to families. I'm 
all for diis." 

Ruiz said die {xoposed planetar- 
ium, "woukl be educational, family- 
orioited and fun," and it would give 
tourists and residents somediing to 
do on a rainy day, or in die winter, 
"besides going to die Virginia Ma- 
rine Science Museum. 

"We could also host other video 
^ows diere," he said. 

An entertainment mall would 
also £4)peal to families, he said, and 
"it would be something lively and 
amusing, right in the center of the 
resort area." 

Such plans, if arranged, might or 
might not mean diat the city's po- 
lice and fire stations and die city's 
treasurer's office on die adjacent 
{»i(q)etty would need to be removed, 
indicated Ruiz. "We haven't kxMked 
into diis specifically yet" 

Lew liiurston, spokesman for 
the city's police department, said 
"the police department has wanted a 
newer, more modernized building 
for some time . . . if Uie second 
precinct was to be torn down, we'd 
have a new building builL" 

Murrey Loflin, a city fire de- 
ptftment spokesman, said "the fire 
station on that land has places diat 
need work. It's an old building, but 
it's not in diat bad a condition . . . 
The furnace wore out last year . . . 

A contact person for the city 
treasurer's office on 19th Street 
could not be reached by deadline.

Ruiz said that thougli some diink 
die real estate market is down right 
now, "we can create a market . . . 
markets are created ... if you can 
oeate an intoest, you've got your 
market" It is unclear whoi. 
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effort among all of us. We cannot ask students and teachers to do it 
all alone. 

We have all heard cqmplaints about low test scores and the 
neglect of basic educadon. But how many of us have heard the 
complainers question the tests, or define basic education in an 
objective way? Many times they do not know the facts but are, 
rather, responding to emotional rhetoric about returning to some 
golden age of education that in fact never existed. 

Parents especially can help die K:hools by finding out how diey 
work and why certain data, such as test scores, may be interpreted in 
negative as well as positive ways. Armed with the facts, parents can 
be among die most persuasive suppwters of education. That is die 
kind of public trust diat we can carry constandy widi die awareness 
that we make a solid contribution to die maintenance of our 
national values. 

In other ways, too, parents can be responsible partners in the 
cooperative venture. They surely are in die best position to help the 
school in its constant efforts to overcome the problems of 
increasing class size, disrupdve student behavior, reduction of staff 
and die numerous other threats to education that result from our 
changing times. By finding out how school budgets can be utilized 
to preserve the professional integrity of a stable faculty, parents 
can guard against the debilitating effects of increased class size. 

Parents can also support the school in its efforts to maintain 
discipline by matching their own attitudes toward their children's 
behavior to diat of die school. By taking part in fiscal and political 
decision-making at the local level, they can direct government 
toward legislative and fiscal decisions that result in conditions in 
which education prospers. If parents work and vote for political 
candidates whose platforms include strong support for die schools, 
then diey are helping to turn the tide toward a unified educational 
effort. 

In a democracy in which the national law slates that no 
segregation by race, creed, color, or sex shall be permitted in the 
schools, it is the duty of every citizen to help the community 
uphold diat law in every way possible. Here, too, parents are in an 
ideal position to defend the process of justice for everyone. 

Parents should not be strangers to the classrooms in which dieir 
children spend so much time, nor to the teachers who share with 
them die training and motivating of diose children. They need to 
know what die school does. 

Above all, we must see that other parents and all other 
community members are aware of the responsibility diey have in 
maintaining and supporting public education. Every one of us can 
do something, even if it is only one of the few things in the list 
that follows. Each of us can think of many more diings in the 
schools of our own communities. 

* Make use of every apponxaaiy to visit your child's school. 

* Attend parent-teacher conferences when they are called. 

* Discuss widi your child's teacher what his or her objectives are 
and find out how you can help meet diose objectives. 

* If you don't understand some aspects of the school program, 
ask about them. 

* When the young people in your family watch TV, talk with 
them about what diey watch. Remember diat as watchers they tend 
to remain passive, so their verbal skills may need special practice. 

* Share your expertise with the school. If you have a special 
area of interest and knowledge, volunteer to talk widi students about 
that area. They may be eager to have a career or hobby like yours. 

* Help elect local, state, and national leaders who have 
demonstrated a true concern for education. Examine political 
platforms carefully and find out which candidates can do the most 
for your schools, on die basis of both their expressed intentions 
and dieir records. 

Above all, parents, teachers and other faculty members, students 
and odier persons firom die total community must come togedier to 
establish mutually acceptable goals for the schools. That means a 
commitment of time, energy, and good will on the part of every one 
of us. It is only by working together diat we can assure all young 
person - indeed all persons of any age - the education to which they 
are entided. Each of us, in turn, will be secure in the knowledge that 
we are helping to maintain the equal opportunity that is the 
birthright of every citizen of our country.

On Veterans Day, established after Wotld War I to recall die end of 
diat conflict on die Udi hour of die lldi day of die lldi mondi, we 
honw all of diose who have Mrved in die Armed Forces diroughout 
our history, preserving our freedom. 

Indeed, America owes a debt to diose who gave up dieir own 
freedom in defending ours. It has taken years for Americans to find 
inner-peace following die uaumatic Vietnam War.

Following the 
ceremony, die Vietnam Veterans of America Tidewater Chapter #48 
will begin a 24-hour vigil at die Flame of Hope, concluding at 11 
a.m. on Saturday. 

This recognition day is a time to let diose who have "borne the 
batde" from behind die enemy's prison bars know diat we remember, 
diat we care, and diat we appreciate the sacrifices made on our behalf. 
Some former POWs live in our city. Most have come to peace widi 
memories of their hardships and have now taken their new places in 
society. 

But many famUy members in our city continue to grieve for their 
loved ones, whose destiny will perhaps never be known. Each must 
deal widi this tragedy in his or her own way. I spoke this week with 
one Virginia Beach family that suffered such a personal loss. John 
and Martha Consolvo have never learned the fate of their son, but 
continue to hope diat they will. 

John W. Consolvo, Jr., called "Jack," graduated from die U.S. 
Naval Academy in 1966 and was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the United States Marine Corps. After flight training, he went to 
Vietnam where he flew over ISO combat missions in 1969 and 1970. 
His awards included the Distinguished Flying Cross and Bronze Star 
with Combat V, Air Medal first through 19 StrikeAHight Awards, Air 
Medal widi Bronze Star and Air Medal Gold Star in lieu of Second 
Star, Navy Commendation MedaU Purple Heart, National Defense 
Service Medal, Vietnam Service Medal, Republic of Vietnam 
Campaign Medal. 

He returned to Kaneohe Marine Corps Air Station, Honolulu, ; 
Hawaii, but when die Tet offensive was building in AprU 1972, 
Captain Consolvo's squadron was deployed to Da Nang. Just three . 
weeks after his return to Vietnam, while on a mission to bomb SAM, 
(siirface to air missiles) on transporters in North Vietnam, his F-4 
Phantom Jet was hit and die left engine caught fire. He immediately 
instructed die back-seater to eject and diis radar intercept officer was 
picked up the next day. No one saw what happened to the pilot who 
is now presumed dead. 

Last November, General Colin Powell, USA, chairman. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said, "I can assure you that I will not rest, that 
President Bush will not rest, until we obtain the fullest possible 
accounting. Hiis is more dian a commitment; it is a solemn oath." 

Our military histories reflect die glories and tragedies of wars, but 
have littie to say about diose held captive or missing. Nor do such 
books deal with the uncommon sacrifices made by their families, 
according to Col. Charles D. Cooper, USAF retired, and editor of The 
Retired Officer, September, 1990. 

On die National POW^IIA Day, Cooper wrote, "It's a time to 
rededicate ourselves to the proposition that our naticm must not rest 
until all U.S. personnel who are held against their will are free; and 
diat fullest possible accounting of the missing is obtained, and that 
all recoverable American remains are repatriated. This is the least 
that we can offer to diose who dedicate their lives to America's 
service."

"People like to come to the 
festival because it's country, re- 
laxed, with no hustle and bustle. 
Overall, we've had no problems 
with the festival or the people." 
Qikesaid. 

When the committee met. Cake 
said, many members felt that 
people would feel much more at 
home if the festival remained in 
Pungo. 

"They felt it would take away 
from the image and atmosphere. 
That's where we left it," Cake said. 

Regardless of whether the 
committee refuses to change the 
location, Cake said the city could 
still not grant it a permit to close 
the roads. Any event that causes 
roads to be blocked off to traffic 
needs a city permit, Cake said. The 
festival was also required to obtain 
a permit for city assistance, such as 
police enforcement and trash 
pickup. 

"The city could say, for safety 
factors, that we are unable to 
provide you with a permit to close 
the streets," said Cake. 

If that were the case, he added, 
the festival would not be held at all. 
The committee also tossed around 
the idea of finding a large farm to 
host the event, but the festival 
would have to be scaled down to a 
certain degree. Cake said. 

If no other location was avail- 
able, the festival would be cancelled 
all together, he said 

"The city is not demanding we do 
this, they're making it more of a 
suggestion," Cake said. "We want 
to be good neighbors, too, and 
work with the people." 

Last year, due to rainy weather, 
the festival only attracted 110,000 
people. Considerable money was 
raised, but only enough to pay the 
festival's expenses. In the past, the 
festival gave any leftover funds 
back to the Pungo community. 

"We're not overly concerned 
about the situation because we don't 
think it's a critical situation," said 
Cake. "They (the city) don't want 
the festival to end, but they're 
making sure it's safe. It's better to 
be safe than sony."

Schoew said the donations are 
used for purchasing supplies, new 
equipment and replacing old equip- 
ment. The Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squad's present equipment is worth 
$750,000. 

"It's a rapidly changing specialty, 
and new and better pieces of equip- 
ment are coming on line every day 
and we're trying to stay up to par," 
Schoew said. 

The Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squad, which was formed in 1952, 
answered 7,500 calls this year, 
which was one-third of all calls in 
the city. Schoew said the 75-mem- 
bCT squad was more like a fraternity 
of select people in the early days. 
At the time, only one person rode 
in an ambulance and the person 
who made the emergency call 
would have to help lift the injured 
person into the vehicle. 

Schoew said that many people 
think the rescue squad business is 
gory, hard to manage and too chal- 
lenging. He said once a member is 
trained, his perspective changes and 
he gains confidence. 

"Our heart's in it. Once they 
know that, they're behind us all the 
way." he said. "All our members 
have a commitment to the commu- 
nity because of their desire to make 
Virginia Beach a pleasant place to 
live. If we could take that kind of 
energy and Uim it around and give it 
back to the public, we could raise a 
tremendous amount of money." 

Although ihe fund drive was held 
in August. Schoew said donations 
will still come in through Septem- 
ber sid Ocu4}er.

A one- 
fifth mile long outdoor boardwalk 
provides the ideal seuing for a 
first-hand view of the marsh and 
its birds, fiddler crabs and other 
wildlife. 

"We're first and foremost an 
education institution," sai4 Mu- 
seum Director C. Mac Rawls. 
"We're very excited about the 
museum's potential for teaching 
through seeing and experimenta- 
tion." 

The museum's largest aquar- 
ium is the magnificent 50,000- 
gallon Chesapeake Bay tank, 
which represents the area from 
the Chesapeake Bay beaches to 
the first island of the Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge-Tunnel. A touch tank 
simulates the shallow waters of 
the bay where visitors can pick 
up the horseshoe crab and other 
harmless bay animals. 

New this year is "Virginia Sea 
Turtles: Timeless Travelers," the 
museum's most ambitious ex- 
hibit to date. Featuring aquariums 
of live sea turtles, the exhibit fo- 
cuses on conservation in Virginia 
of these endangoed and threatened 
species. 

The exhibit features a research 
area with "head start" tanks where 
sea turtle hatchlings are given a 
head start on life befoi]e being re- 
leased to the ocean. Visitors can 
watch as museum personnel 
weigh, measure and feed these 
closely monitored turtles. Addi- 
tionally, a large rectahgular tank 
shows juvenile sia turtles 
swimming in a reptesentative 
habitat. A special round tank 



which allows top viewing hold a 
larger sea turtle. 

In addition, there is a satellite 
tracking exhibit where museum 
visitors can keep tabs on a turtle 
equipipcd with a transmitter that 
sends back information about the 
turtle's behavior and location in 
the ocean. 

Children's activities include a 
turtle predator game and a fabric 
educational model of a turtle 
whose shell can be removed to 
reveal its internal anatomy. 
Children can also make crayon 
rubbings on uirtle plaques and try 
on a special turtle shell to see 
what it's like to carry a house 
around on one's back. 

A special turtle products case 
focuses on man's exploitation of 
endangered and threatened sea tur- 
tles through the use of their 
meat, tortoise shell and skin. 

The exhibit is being funded 
through a grant from the Virginia 
Deparmient of Game and Inland 
Fisheries and donations from

For more than 40 years the 
Kotarides Baking Company has 
been delivering its iHead in white 
and yellow trucks, sporting the 
portrait of the wholesome-look- 
ing girl.

The horses' home was the 
bakery's first manufacturing plant 
at 439 Church Street in Norfolk, 
established by Alex Kolarides in 
1913. Privately owned through- 
out its history, the bakery has 
remained in the family for three 
generations. 

In 1939, the bakery moved to 
its present headquarters at 1S13 
Monticello Ave. Up until that 
time, it had been marketing its 
Ivead under the Kotarides name. 
But with the move to a new

facility, the family decided a new 
image was needed. Thus the name 
Nfary Jane was adopted. 

The bread, packaged in yellow 
wrap, was the first bread in Tide- 
water to use bright colors in its 
packaging, making it conspicu- 
ous to shoppers on the grocery 
shelves.

Virginia Wesieyan College, 
located on 300 acres along the 
Norfolk/Virginia Beach city 
lines, is the only private four- 
year church related (United 
Methodist) liberal arts college in 
Eastern Virginia.

Virginia Beach has plenty of nice, dry, centrally-located sites 
where the stslmm cxwld be built Any of the city's three sites 
recently prpp(»ed w(Hild be more accessible to the whole 
HamptOT Roads legim than would Bessie's Place in down- 
town Norfolk. 

And Norfolk said it was either Bessie's Place or "no-go." 
Hiat's kind oi a rigid piopc^al. And, who likes unltimatums? 

FtathamoK, building a Tides stMium at Bessie's Place 
woukl be "a massive undertaking," according to Tides general 
manager, Dave ItoKnfieki. He said the site would have to be 
razed and the adjacent roads wkiened. 

This is not tlw case widi tte prqx)sed Virginia Beach sites, 
hesaid. 

If this does wn already give TPSI ample reason to build in 
Virginia Beach, consicter the fact that twice as many Virginia 
Beach residents attend Tides games than do Norfolk residents, 
according to recent statistics. Plus, Virginia Beach's population 
is more than twke that of Norfolk's. 

Virginia Beach is also the Hampton Roads city with the 
largest number of Tides game attendees. Surely, a Virginia 
B^h stadium would increase tte number of Virginia Beach 
residents going to the games, and thu would benefit both TPSI 
and the city. 

The $15 million needed to build the stadium might seem like 
a k)t of money, but if Virginia Beach waits any longo- to build a 
stadium, this price can only go up. Norfolk's current Met Paik 
stadium, which is only half the size of the proposed stadium, 
cost $2 million to build 20 years ago. If it were the size of the 
proposed stadium, it probably would have cost $4 million, 
RcMenfiekl m^d. In 20 years, the cost of financing a stadium 
almost quadrupled. Virginia Beach ought to go ahe^ and build 
one, before d« price further multiplies itself. 

And councilman W.D. "Will" Sessoms, Jr., was thinking 
wlKn he suggested that if the Tides stadium is built in Virginia 
Beach, the city ought to make sure it's on a site with room for 
expansion. A little focxball, maybe? 

It's time to be looking ahead and planning for the future, not 
just tCMnorrow and next year, but way ahead. 

Virginia Beach is already overdue for a stadium. The city, as 
we said, is the largest in Virginia. It nwds some sports action. 

And people abready love the Tides. It's tinw for a little carpe 
diem. If the city (tocsn't take big steps now, when will it do so? 

Sure, roads and schools are important, but so are other fea- 
tures, ones which will improve this city's quality of life on the 
long-term basis, attract more tourists and continue to expand 
the city's tax base. 

That's really what it's all about, anyway. Most people like to 
live in and/OT visit areas which are relatively peaceful, as Vir- 
ginia Beach is, but which also offer a varimis forms of enter- 
tainment Virginia Beach needs a little something right now, in 
the fun and excitenant category, and a new Ti^s stadium in 
this city couki fill this slot perfecdy. 

And for those who currently attend Met Park in Norfolk, 
woukin't it be nice not to have to drive quite so far? Further- 
more, the proposed stadium would be newer, cleaner and 
would have many special features, including sky decks. Think 
of how exciting this would seem to all the Virginia Beach 
l»seball fans on little league and other teams. 

If Uicre is aheady much support for an old, wom-out stadium 
outside the city, think of the enthusiasm that a new stadium in 
Virginia Beach would generate.

Unfortunately, govanments suffer from this same fatal weakness. But the]( 
can't file for baidcnipicy and wipe the slate ctean without causing a catastro-; 
[^; but they sure can increase taxes! : 

The federal govoiment's deficit has now reached such proportions that w^ 
no longer fist owe it to oursdves. We owe it to the Japanese and several othe^ 
nations includir^, in all Iftelihood, several of the oil-producing, Arab coun-t 
uics. Is this the rea«m we apparendy are reluctant to put pressure on thQ 
Japanese about their trade restrictions? Would they stop buying our bonds i| 
we dkl? Is this (me of the reasons we are defending Saudi Arabia? If Saddam' 
Hussein took over all these countries would he invest in the American 
govemmem? We could only hazard a guess as to what would happen if he 
withdrew all the Arjd> money inveded in U.S. banks! 

The federal government has at last awakened, and thanks to Graham 
Rudman, is being fcxced to balance the budget As a result, it reluctantly mu^ 
raise taxes (call it enhanciiig revenue if you wish) and cut spending. All states, 
including Virginia, are feeling the pinch caused by reduced federal spending. 
Governor Wikler has wisdy cut date spending in some areas, like schod 
consuiictkm. but not others, like road consuiiction. We praise his cutting 
spending but question the priorities. We may waste gasoline in u^Hc jams, but 
a mind is still a terrible diing to waste. 

With the almod panicky efforts to not only maintain the road construction 
program, whose costs have gotten entirely out of hand, but to even increase i^ 
there are great plans to fund it with borrowed money through the sale of bonds; 
In other words, increased deficit ending. Called pledge bonds, the plan will 
probably be lo pay them off with tolls placed on existing highways, bridges 
and tunnels. We are very much afraid that this is only the start and, preuy soon, 
the Slate govemmoit will become addicted just like the federal government. 
If the federal government has found it imp(^sible to maintain the level of 
spending on the natkm's highways, how in heaven's name does the state expect 
to be able to bear the burden? 

In November, the voters will get the opportunity in a referendum to embark 
Virginia on diis ratho* risky idsmI. Wouldn't it be better to just say no?

Remembering Columbus On His Day

The Coluffllnis Day Holiday (Monday, Ck;t. 8) is upon us again and this 
seems an ^qirc^xiate time to reflect on the man who discovered the New 
World. For the last few weeks, I have been spending time in the Central 
Library studying this remarkable man. You may be interested in some of 
the fasnnating things I have learned, particularly about the ten-year period 
he spent in Lisbon. 

To frame this significant period in Columbus' life, we need to review 
the historical setting in which it took place. Europe was moving dirough- 
the Renaissance Period into die modem age of scientific enlightenment 
The Turks invaded lands to the west to expand their empire, cutting off the 
trading seaports along the Mediterranean Coast from diose caravan u^ing 
routes establishol by Marco Polo to Asia. They then capuired Con- 
stantinq)le and renamed it Istanbul. 

In desperation, the maritime uading countries sought new routes to the 
East. Lisbon became the hub of Uiis effon under die gukiance of Prince 
Henry die Navigator. Portugal extended its discoveries west to the Azores 
and «)uth around die hump of Africa. There were rumors of lands farther to 

die west 

- 

Despite the shortcomings in technology, his 
faith in God enforced his desire to continue 
and complete his voyage into the unknown. 

Columbus, a native of Genoa, Italy, had left his father's wool busitwss 
and put 10 sea at the age of 14. After some ten years at sea, his life look a 
dramatic turn. What seemed a complete Uagedy acuially reshapol his future. 
He almost drowned when his ship was bumed and sank. Holding onto an 
oar, Columbus managed to swim ashore arul that is how he reached Portu- 
gal, the one place where die atmosphere was electric widi sck;ntific curios- 
ity. 

In Lidxm, he came in contact widi scholars, astronomers and cartogra- 
phers, who insfxred him to study naviption. He learned of die winds, cur- 
rents, stars and sk^ ^id made extensive notes. His near-deadi experience 
gave him a feeling of destiny. He had faidi diat God had saved him to 
journey into die uidmown. 

After many disiqjpoinunoits while aonnpdng to obtain financial bak- 
ing for expkrations. Queen Isabella of Spain finally gave him hope. Fi- 
nally, oa August 3, 1492, Columbus set sail from Palos, Spain, widi a 
fleet of diree ships for die most momentous voyage in history. 

After 71 arduous days at sea, the courageous mariners landed in die Ba- 
hama Islands. Columbus diought he had finally reached die East Indies. He 
continued to believe this until he died, never knowing die tmth - diat he 
h^ actually discovered die New Worid. 

It was diose ten years spent in Lisbon where Columbus had arrived by 
"acckieftt" diat moUed his thinking of reaching d« East by going West He 
was right If our continent had not beoi in die way, he would have suc- 
ceected! He had pk;tiffed a roimd emh widi a circumfo^rKe of ^,000 miles. 
Oi this meaaire he was nearly correct as the circumference is actually 
25,000 miles.

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Traffic Improvements Recommended For Beach Intersection 



Traffic improvements, includ- 
ing signalization, have been 
recommended for the intersection 
of Princess Anne and Sandbridge 
Roads. 

However, a city traffic study 
offers little hope to Red Mill 
Farm residents that they will get 
the controls they want at the en- 
trances to Elson Green Avenue, 
at Princess Anne Road, and 
Sandbridge Road. 

Ralph A. Smith, assistant di- 
rector of public works, told city 
council Tuesday at a work ses- 
sion that the Sandbridge/Princess 
Anne intersection merited a traf- 
fic signal, a $127,000 project 
including a southbound left turn 
lane on Princess Anne Road at 
Sandbridge Road. He said that the 
project could be completed 
before next summer. 

To deter motorists from cut- 
ting through Elson Green Avenue 
from Princess Anne to Sand- 
bridge Roads, a sign would be 
placed at Elson Green directing 
Sandbridge-bound traffic to re- 
main on Wncess Anne Ro»l. 

Development of a 157-acre 
' tract zoned business, about one- 
and-a-half times the size of 
Lynnhaven Mall, would change 
the picture. Smith said. But in 
that case, Upton Drive would be 
consuucted through the tract, 
linking Wncess Anne Ro«! with 
the future Ferrell Parkway and 
creating a majw arterial. 

City council Tuesday also ap- 
proved a conditional use permit 
for a gasoline station and car 
wash in conjuncticm with a con- 
■ venience store on the business 
lr»;t at the southeast comer of 
Wncess Anne Rc»d and Elson 
Green Avenue. 

Princess Anne B(»w^ Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan said 
that she movwl for api^oval of 
the permit because the land al- 



ready was zoned commercial. "I 
would not have zoned this busi- 
ness," she said. 

Tlie prc^rty, which is owned 
by W.W. Reasor, developer of 
Red Mill Famfis, was zoned in 

1963, the first year of the city's 
existence. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said the zoning is a "a 
monament to good planning." 

Red Mill residents oppo^d the 
use permit without some traffic 
safeguards at Elson Green. 
Howard Mwtin, representing BP 
Oil, a Division of Sohio Oil, 
pointed out that the property 
owner has ahe«Iy put up a boru! 
to guarantee j^uticipation in im- 
provements. BP would be par- 
ticipating in its rents to the 
owner. Matin said. 

Allan Williams, representing 
the Red Mill Civic Leagte, said 
that although the city's traffic 
survey does tK}t show a need for 
a light at the Elson Green inter- 
sectioii, the BP facility will tie 
up traffic. The residents want a 
three-way stoplight. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that the staff made it clear 
that the station would not gener- 
ate more traffic, but that requir- 
ing the BP to put up a light 
would be penalizing the appli- 
cant for something he has noth- 
ing to do with. 

If the jMoperty iOwner comes in 
with additional development, 
McClanan said, the city would 
reqabe him to put in a light. 

McClanan predicated that as a 
condition of an>roval of tl^ u% 
permit, the installatim by the 
city of a traffic light at the 
Princess Annt^andbridge inter- 
section. 

McClanan added that the 
Comprehensive Plan 

recommendation of residential 
devel«Hmient of the site art; at 



two units per acre is not 
realistic. 

In Smith's traffic report to 
council, he explained that the 
existing traffic control at Elson 
Green consists of a posted speed 
limit of 25 miles an hour, STOP 
sign controls at both the 
Princess Anne Road and Sand- 
bridge Road intersections and 
within the residential area on the 
east end. The traffic division 
recommends no more controls. 

wnen Upton Road is com- 
pleted, it will be established as 



the more significant roadway 
over Elson Green, Smith said. He 
said that until development oc- 
curs, "it would be contrary to all 
standard traffic engineering prin- 
ciples and standards to provide 
STOP signs on Elson Green Av- 
enue in an attempt to control 
speeding. Summonses issued dur- 
ing a two-month period, SI of 
them, indicate a moderate amount 
of speeding, but practically all 
of the summonses were issued to 
area residents.

Green as an undesirable shortcut 
to Sandbridge Road. It is 1.26 
miles long, versus 1.13 miles for

ir In another action, council 
approved a conditional use per- 
mit for an athletic club ^nd 
recreational facilities on 3.30 
acres on the east side of Las 
Brisas Drive north of Sandbridge 
Road. 

The applicant. False Cape En- 



terprises, Inc., plans to include 
three outdoor tennis courts, one 
inground swimming pools and an 
open space area designated as a 
park. TTie site will also have the 
athlcuc club with sales office 
and parking for 22 automobiles. 
Marketing and membership will 
be directed towards residents of 
the Lago Mar neighborhood. 

A permit for the recreational 
complex was approved last year. 
The new application shows a 
smaller pool and smaller club. 



City Councli Denies Zoning Ctiange At Meeting 



City council sometimes ap- 
proves a zoning change opposed 
by area residents, but seldom 
does it deny a zoning change 
supported by the people who 
will be most affected, the resi- 
dents. 

But that's what happened 
Tuesday, although by a tie vote 
(5-5) which defeated the applica- 

Rcsidents of Larkspur in the 
Kempsville Borough almost 
solidly supported the application 
of Larkspur Farm Partnership for 
a rezoning frcxn R-10 Residential 
District to B-2 Community Busi- 
ness District (Ml the east side of 
Princess Anne Road, south of 
Edwin Mve. 

The residents said that they 
preferred development of the 13 
acres into business uses over the 
development of residences 
which, they fear«l, would not be 
of Um nme high quality as the 
residences already in the neigh- 
borhood. The homes in Larkspur 
are valued at $150,000 to 
$200,000. 

The residents al% said dut t>K 
Iwsin^s de\«l(^Hnent wouM pro- 
vide a buffer between the 
neighborhoods and iweent the 



extension of streets from one 
neighborhood to another. 

Council members expressed 
concern about the possible future 
rezoning to business or property 
to the north of the site and also 
about the proliferation of more 
strip shopping centers in die af- 
fiuent neighborhood. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that this was the first time 
he heard of using commercial as 
a buffer in a residential 
neighborhood. 

Kempsville Borough Council- 
man Robert W. Clybum said that 
what bothered him was the 
shopping center and parking lot 
with unren^ siwes. 

The ai^licant is a parmership 
made up of Clarence H. Bylcr, 
David Pa»ker Byler, Gary 
Clarence B^ler, Kathryn Byler 
Clark and Dennis Bylcr Clark. 

The Byler developed Larkspur 
ai^ enjoy a good reputation in 
the community. However, the 
Bylers maintain that it would be 
economically feasible for them 
to continue the same quality 
homes on the remaining lots in 
the wea withmit the business 
zoning. 



The" Bylers have an option on 
property in question. Kathryn 
Clark said that the partnership 
planned to sell die property, if 
rezoned, or to develop it them- 
selves. She said that die Bylers 
did not know what would be put 
there now. 

The uncertainty about who 
would develq) the prq)erty and 
what would be located there, or 
how it would look, also con- 
tributed to the decision of the 
council members voting against 
the application. 

The opposition included Baum, 
Clybum. Mayor Meyera Obem- 
dorf and Councilwomen Reba 
McClanan and Nancy Parker. 
Councilman Louis R. Jones ab- 
stained. 

"We n»d some fwl for what is 
going to be there," McClannan 
said. She also said that she had 
hoped that strip shopping cen- 
ters were a Uiing of die past. 

The alternative, the develop- 
ment of lesser quality homes, 
said William P. Moore II. of 
Pincbrook Drive, was less ac- 
ceptable. 

GM>rgc Delano, representing 



Uic Laikspur (Jivic League, said 
that the league supported rezrai- 
ing by an overwhelming vote. 
He said that the residents felt 
that they would have more con- 
trol. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
wanted to know what die resi- 
dents meant by "neighborhood 
control." 

Delano said that the residents 
had no prcrt)lems with the per- 
mitted uses and Uiat Uiev would 
have the opportunity to come 
before council if conditicmal uses 
were proposed.

Landscaping Basics in Aragona

If you're reluidscaping, Kinne 
advi^, determine the plantings 
that must stay, those which must 
go, those which can be moved, 
and plantings it may be desirable 
to add. Place plantings for 
screening close to the area you 
seek to hide from view. 

Among rules-of-lhumb is the 
curved line principle, as opposed 
to the straight lines of architec- 
ture. Curved masses of plantings 
soften, make mwe pleasing, the 
visual impact of your property. 
An extension of plantings at ei- 
ther end of your house elongates 
its appearance. 

Determine the ultimate size of 
trees and shrubs. Trees should be 
situated so that falling leaves 
will present no problem on the 
roof, in chimnies or in the gut- 
ters. Trees which will ultimately 
be large should not be planted 
beneath power, cable or tele- 
phone lines, nor should trees be 
planted over sewer lines. 

Bear in mind that large trees 
dwarf a small home while a small 
tree will make it seem larger. 
The seethrough principle in 
landscaping permits clear 
visibility across your garden, and 
can add a charming tracery of 
shadow on your home or lawn. 

Color of bloom is vital. The 
color of your house or of other 
plantings should be seriously 
considered. The smashing red 
azaleas Uiat turn the garden down 
the street into pure poetry can 
draw a blank, or worse, when 
planted in front of an orangy 



brick residence. 

When plantings are comjrfcied. 
a trench, in my opinion, is the 
best separation between lawn and 
shrubs, said Kinne. The beds 
should be mulched to two inches 
with pinestraw or whatever is 
available. 

Help in selection of shrubs is 
available at local nurseries, but 
determine the credentials of the 
person whose help you solicit. 

Such attention to the basics 
not only adds area of usefulness 
and beauty to your home, said 
William Kinne, master gar- 
dener, brought some of his gar- 
dening savvy to Aragona Garden 
Club recenUy with a program on 
basic landscaping. If you avoid 
mislakes at the outset, he said, 
you will have eliminated many 
of the problems that might have 
plagued you in the future. 

Draw a scaled representation of 
your house and lot, perhaps on 
an old grocery bag, he advised. 
Sketch in the fixed things that 
must remain; large trees, out- 
buildings, surfaced areas, ugly 
views tiiat must be screened. 

Certain areas lend Uiemselves 
to specific activities, and can 
benefit from selective placement 
and landscaping. Utility areas 
should be located near Uie func- 
tion Uiey serve, recreation space 
is usually best located to the 
rear, while public areas to the 
front should present a pleasing 
and welcoming aspect. A child's 
play area may be ideally located 
near a kitchen window when 
children at play can be observed 
Space shduld be left for mick ac 
cess at one side.

Heating and cooling yoiv nome 
may take as much as two-thirds of 
all the oiergy used there. These 
facts suggest everyday things you 
can do to save ene^ and maintain 
comfort white heating and cooling 
ynffhome. 

Energy EfTicieBt Use of 
Space: 

Dtm't heat or cool rooms not in 
use. Close off areas of the hou% 
Ihtive not needed. 

In summor, it is easier to keep 
Uie Iowa levd (tf your house cool. 
If you have a choice, plan your liv- 
ing arrangenwnts acc(»dingly and 
cool only the rooms you Med. The 
basement recreation nxm may also 
be used for sleeping during hot 
weather, thus reducing the need to 
cool betbooms on l^)per levels. 

Set Your Thcrmoslft 
Conservatively: 

B^in the heating season by : 
ting the diermostat no higher dian 
65° F. Turn it even lower for 
nighttime or while you are away for 
extended poiods. During extremely 
cold weather, do not turn the ther- 
mostat so tow that the heating sys- 
tem must labor to reach Uie 65° F 
temperature when you reset the 
thermostat. You may wish to in- 
stall a timeclock diermostat which 
will automatically set back the 
temperature to your nighttime set- 
ting and reset it to the daytime 
temperature befcR-e you get up in 
the morning. 

Turning die thermostat several 
degrees higher than desired when 
you arrive home or awaken in Ute 
morning does not speed the rate of 
heat delivery. It will, however. 



eventually run the temperature 
higher than necenary and waste 
fuel. 

Avoid the temptadon to turn die 
thermostat higher if you feel chilly. 
Instead, |Nit on additional clodiing 
for warmth or move to a sunny 
spot of die house. 

If the house becomes warmer 
dian necessary, set die diermostat 
down rather diiui qmiing windows. 
In fact, you may be more comfort- 
able if you set the thermostat sev- 
eral degrees lower while you are 

working (active) and then set it 
higher when you relax in the 
evening. 

In summer nm die air conditioner 
only when and where you need 
cooling. Don't overcool. Set die 
diermostat no tower dum 78° F. 

A timer, to turn die air condi- 
tioner on in advance of your arrival 
home, will let you come home to a 
cool house, yet save running die air 
c(Miditkm» an day. 

Ventilate Correctly: 

Before air condidoning was in- 
vented, people opened up^die house 
at night to let it fill widi cool air. 
In die morning when die sun began 
to heat up diings, die house was 
closed until evening. This practice 
may have some application in your 
home today. 

During mild weadier, use a fan 
instead of an Air conditioner. A 
window fan uses only a small frac- 
tion of die energy of air condition- 
ing units. You probably can use 
your window air conditioning unit 
to circulate air and still be comfort- 
able without using the cooling 
unit. 



When your window air 
conditioning is running, close die 
register from your heating system. 
This iHevents cold air from escap- 
ing into the ductwork. 

Use exhaust fans in die kitchen 
and die baduoom sparingly during 
cold weadier. They remove the 
wvm air from die house. During 
hot weadier, limit the use of die 
exhaust fan while using air 
ccMiditioning. When die air ccnmU- 
tioning is not being med after die 
temperature has dropped in the 
evening, die exhaust fans can be 
used effectively to help pull outside 
coota air into die house. Remem- 
ber to open a window on die opfio- 
site side of die house. 

In summer, higher temperatures 
are easier to tolerate if die humidity 
level is lower than 60 percent. You 
may find that the use of a 
dehumidifier improves die comfort 
level and requires less energy dian 
running die air conditioning sys- 
tem. Remember to keep doors and 
winctows closed when using die de- 
humidifier or die air conditioner. 
Conversely, increasing die humid- 
ity level during very cold weadier 
will imtMDve die comfwt level. 

Watch How You Use 
Doors: 

Needless opening of outside 
doors during cold weadier lets lots 
of heat out and equal amounts of 
cold air in. 

Remind all members of die fam- 
ily to close die door quickly as diey 
enter or exit. Keep in-and-out trips 
to a minimum. 

Be sure doors arc closed propo-ly. 
Doors left ajar drain heat r24}idly.

A simple way to keq) drafts from 
around windows and from under 
doors is to m^e "draft chasers" to 
place against the cicsed door or 
window. First use a tightly wovoi 
fabric to make a tubular casing 2 to 
3 inches in diameter the width of 
the door. Then fill it with sand and 
you have a "draft Chaser." 

If you have an attached garage, 
keep the doors closed. Always 
close the big door before opening 
the do(v into the house. 

Cover Your Windows at 
Times: 

Practical benefits of keeping 
windows covered in cold weather are 
that you're more comfortable be- 
cause body heat is quickly lost to 
cold uncovered windows; you're 
also curbing a major source of heat 
loss in most houses. 

If you cover your windows with 
roller shades, they should be in- 
stalled within the window frame, 
close to the glass, and fitted snugly 
on the sides. 

I>'apaies are more effective wh»i 
they are installed with a close-fit- 
ting cornice over the drapery, or are 
closely fitted to the ceiling to pre- 
vent air flow over the window. 
Lined draperies or draperies made of 
a closely woven fabric are the most 
effective in reducing heat loss from 
your body when you are near a cold 
winctow. 

In winter, shutters, shades or 
draperies can be used effectively to 
reduce heat loss on the cold side of 
the house. On the sunny side, 
winctows should be uncovered to let 
in the most solar heat. 

During the summer, keep out

Even 
though the summer sun may not 
enter south windows directly, re- 
flected heat may be a problem on 
the south of the house. 

Don't Forget Floors: 

Carpets are warmer to die touch 
and offer more insulation than 
wood, slate or resilient floor covo'- 
ings. The thicker the carpeting and 
padding, the greater the insulating 
quality. Carpet with fuzzy yams 
that tntp air have greater insulating 
qualities than carpet with smooth 
yams. 

In carpeted houses you feel 
warmer because less of your body 



neat is rwliated to the floor. You 
can tum the thermostat lower and 
still be comfortable. For every (fe- 
grce ymi lower the thermostat, you 
generally save 2 w 3 percent of 
your heating bill. 

However, if you choose between 
insulating undo* the floor of an un- 
healed uea or carpeting, remember 
that the insulation will be the most 
effective. 

Placing Furniture: 

Place furniture far enough away 
from radiators, registers and c(4d air 
return vents to permit free circula- 
tion of heated <x cooled air. You 
will be more comfortable during 
extremely cold weather if you sit 
away from windows and outside 
walls. 

Chairs with closed arms and 
backs or closed upholstered chairs 
will help hold body heat so you 
will feel warmer. 



Natural Gas Equipment 
Is Gaining Popularity 



Natural gas fireplace equipment 
is gaining p(^ularity as consumers 
become more aware of the envi- 
ronmental impact of burning wood, 
according to the American Gas As- 
sociation (AGA). 

Natural gas is a much cleans 
burning fuel than wood, so natural 
gas fireplaces can contribute to 
cleaner air, AGA says. Because 
wood smoke is a growing air 
pollution problem, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
has set new emission standards for 
all woodbuming stoves and manu- 
factured firq)laces, with even more 
stringent requirements effective July 
1. 1990. There are no EPA emis- 
sion standards for natural gas fire- 
place equipment 

In addition to environmental ad- 
vantages, gas firepl^es also can 
save consumes money, as much as 
57 percent over the cost of using 
firewood, according to a national 
survey of 40 cities. Masonry fire- 
places are 10 to 25 p^cent efficient, 
compared with efficiencies as high 
as 72 ikrcent for gas fireplaces. 

The cost of heating an average 
room with a gas log w fireplace 
ranges from 22 cents per hour to 81 



cents per hoiv, and avo-ages about 
37 cents. The cost of using fire- 
wood ranges from 55 cents to $1.44 
cents per hour, and averages about 
88 cents. The estimated annual 
operating cost of a gas fireplace 
unit is $74.40, based on use of a 
20,000 Btu per hour unit for 600 
hours per heating season.

TBA Says Check Heating System 



The Tidewater Builders Associa- 
tion reminds you to check your 
home's heating system and get 
ready for ol' Jack Frost 

Learning everything you can 
about your home's heating system 
will help maximize its efficiency 
and minimize your heating costs. 
Here are some helpful hints to 
make your winter wamten 

-Ar Thermostats • Helps keep 
your entire house at a comfmable 
temperature, usually around 68' F. 
Individual room temperatures may 
be regulated by adjusting tte regis- 
ters in the various rooms, or the 
dampers in the ducc. Aom the fur- 
nace to the registos. 

You can significantly reduce your 
heating bill by lowering the ther- 
mostat during sleeping hours, and 
when your home will be unoccu- 
pied for a long period of time. 
During winter vacations, leave the 
thermostat at its lowest setting 
(usually 55° F). Do not shut off 
the heat; you may come home to a 
frozen or burst pipe. 

Because of the special 
characteristics of heat pumps, a 
constant thermostat setting is rec- 
ommended. 

The controls on any type of 
heating may occasionally malfunc- 
tion. Such a problem does not 
necessarily mean that mything is 
fundamentally wrong. Call on a 
trained professional for these minor 
adjustments, as well as an annual 
inspection and cleaning of your 
heating system. The best time to. 
do this is late summer or early au- 
tumn. 

• Filters - Some types of 
warm-air furnaces have filters, usu- 
ally found near the air-ietum vents. 
These filters remove dirt and dust 
fitom the air. Fw efficient heating, 
they should be replaced at least ev- 



ery three months during the heating 
season. If you cannot see through a 
Alter held up to a light, it needs to 
be changed. 

Replacement may require remov- 
ing one or two screws, pulling out 
the dirty filter and inserting a new 
one. Some heating systems require 
two niters stacked vertically - 
change both filters at the same 
time. Radiant-type heating systems 
do not have filters. 

ir Humidifiers - If your fur- 
nace has a humidifying attachment, 
it will be one of two types: power 
or evaporative. Both types will 
need occasional cleaning to remove 
accumulated mineral deposits that 
can interfere with proper function- 
ing. 

•k Oiling - Forced warm-air 
heating systems contain an electric 
motor and fan within the furnace 
enclosure. Some of these systems 
require oiling at the beginning of, 
and during the heating season. 
Front or side panels generally can 
be removed so that you can reach 
the fan and the electric motor, as 
well as the oil cups. 

* Pilot Lights - Keep the pi- 
lot light of a gas furnace burning 
during the summer, the extremely 
small amouni of heat it generates 
will keep the furnace dry and pre- 
vent corrosion. TTie furnace will 
also be ready for the fffst cold front 
in the autumn. However, you need 
not keep it lit if you have a com- 
bined healing and cooling system. 
Some models now have pilotless 
ignitions, which save energy and 
require less attention. 

ir Hot Water Heating Sys- 
tem - Water is heated U) about 
180** F by the water heater and 
forced through pipes by a small 
pump called a "circulator." 

Hot water heat is cither "radiant" 



or "radiant-convection." In the 
radiant type, Uie hot water pipes 
may be in the ceiling, walls or 
floors, but they most commonly 
run through baseb(»rd panels on the 
outside walls of the rooms. The 
toseboard heats the wall to about 5 
feet above the floor, and the wall 
itself serves as a radiation panel. 

In the radiant-convection type, 
the tot water runs through finned 
cqjper pipes behind baseboard pan- 
els with openings in the top and 
bottom to allow cold air to enter, 
pass over the fins and rise as it is 
warmed. Some manufacturers make 
the heating panels so that they can 
be used together.

• Electric Heating Sys- 
tem - An electric cable provides 
the source of radiation. As with 
hot water pipes, the cable may be 
installed in walls, ceilings and 
floors, but it is generally in a deco- 
rative baseboard panel. 

Your household's lifestyle is the 
largest single variable that affects 
your utility bills. Identical homes 
on the same street may have utility 
bills that vary by 100 percent By 
living "smarter" in your home, you 
can maximize the benefits from in- 
sulation and other energy saving 
features your builder has installed. 

Even on cold days, the sun can 
take part of the load off the furnace 
and warm the inside of the house if 
you open the drapes on the sunny 
side of the house.

Melinda has been exposed to law through her stepfather and hus- 
band, and has has excellent experience in the VBCDP, having served 
as a docent, trainer and scheduler. At a recent meeting of the docents, 
she reflected on the achievements of the past 12 years and explained 
the changes necessitated by # new court calendar. 

The court tours, available to all government students in the Vir- 
ginia Beach public schools, began this past Monday at 8:30 a.m., a 
half-hour earlier than in the past. Tours will be conducted on Mon- 
days, Tuesdays and Wednesdays this school year, except for the first 
Monday of each month, which is Grand Jury Day. 

The day's schedule will be similar to that used throughout the 
years. The students will go first into circuit court #1 for a opining 
session where the day's activities are discussed. Then a short mock 
trail familiarizes the students with the roles of the court's officers. A 
visit to the general district court follows. Next, they return to ob- 
serve circuit court in session. 

The docents were pleased to learn that arrangements have been 
made to continue the jail tour, as the coiK;iusion of the day's visit to 
the court complex. We will adhere to a strict shnt schedule there, but 
believe a visit to the jail • often the end of the justice process - 
makes a tremendous impression on the young people. The slamming 
of the jail door when they view the sparse empty cells is like an ex- 
clamation point. These young people file back to the school bus 
somewhat somber and with a sense of relief to be "out" and returned 
to freedom. 

The VBCDP receives funding and/or support from the city, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Bar Association, the Virginia Beach public school sys- 
tem, the general district and circuit courts, the Sheriffs Department, 
as well as from the docent volunteers. 

Last year, 75 tours woe conducted for approximately 3,000 stu- 
dents. Virginia's supreme court justice, Harry L. Carrico. has recog- 
nized the VBCIM* and recommended that similar prc^rams be devel- 
(H)ed throughout the Commonwealth 
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ocean environment, dotted with mermaids, crabs, sharks, divers, dol- 
phins and boats. The instructor explained that the children had been 
in the gallery and were impressed and inspired by the beach scenes 
on view. In die ceramics studio, older children were shaping clay fig- 
ures and intently carving clay masks. 

Outside the entrance to the studios is the Student Gallery, an im- 
pressive exhibition space. On view were more than SO oil paintings 
in an exhibition titled At the Feet of the Masters. The students had 
all studied with local artists and Center for the Arts instructor Renata 
Keep. I was struck by this melange of "forgery-style" paintings; they 
were copies of masterpieces by Matisse, Van Gogh, Picasso and 
Renoir and other famous masters, all achieving a remarkable likeness 
to the original. 

Outside the Student Gallery, I picked up an invitation to the up- 
coming exhibition Prisms VI — which qjened recently. Prisms is an 
,jnnual showcase of art work created by children in the ArtCamp pro- 
gram and includes i»inting, drawing, printmaking, photography and 
crafts. And judging by the talented young people I had just seen 
painting and sculpting, this is sure tp be an outstanding show. 

Before leaving, I wanted to stop by the Center's Museum Shop, 
which caught my eye with a tantalizing and colorful display upon en- 
tering. The shop had beautiful notecards with seaside reproductions 
and full-color catalogues and posters from the At the Water's Edge 
exhibition. The poster has a detailed beach scene by Samuel S. Carr 
from 1879, with tones of sand, blue-gray and rose, on white. Other 
unique gift items were hanging from the ceiling and adorning the 
mahogany shelves - silk scarves, handmade toys, ceramics and beau- 
tiful bodes for all ages. One could easily spend an hour shopping. 

I made sure to ask the receptionist for a calendar of upcoming 
events, which included exhibitions, educational programs and social 
and membership activities. The Center for the Arts is a busy institu- 
tion, well worth a trip every month.

Virginia Beach, 
on the other hand, has Christian 
Broadcasdng and Virginia Wesleyan 
College, both of which have no 
regular nationally-known sports 
team. 

"We're a big city now. We're not 
a sleepy litde country town," said 
Carr Thomspon, a Virginia Beach 
resident who works at the The 
Muffler Center on Virginia BeiKh 
Boulevard. "We need to have more 
to offer people, and I think having 
die Tides here would be terrific." 

Some said Uiey think having a 
Tides stadium in the city would 
draw in additional tourists. 

"We're a tourist-oiented city, and 
we need more to offer tourists," said 
Randy Allen, a Virginia Beach 
resident who works as an accoun- 
tant for Bay Area Realty on Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard. "Having die 
Tides here would definitely add to 
our image. It would make us more 
lOTealing.** ' 

bdiers said the local Virginia 
Beach community would most 
benefit from being able to attend 
baseball games and odier events at a 
Tide's stadium in die city. 

"Virginia Beach has nodiing but 
die oceanfront, and that's been take 
over by tourists," said Virginia 
Beach resident Wade McCIenney, 
die securities vice-president for At- 
lantic Protective Services Inc. on 
Haygood Road. "The city needs 
something for its own residents to 
do. A Tides stadium would give us 
something fun to do." 

And some said diey particularly 
like the idea of housing a triple-A 
farm team, like the New York 
Mets' Tides, radier than a major- 
league team.

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"A farm team is perfect for Uiis 
area, since it's a transient one," said 
Allen. "There wouktai't be conflicts 
for military pec^le, who have loy- 
alties to their major leagues home 
teams. Anyme can sui^Kxt a farm 
team, no matter where they're nig- 
inally from." 

Of die thirty people interviewed, 
nineteen said they would attend 
more Tides' games if they were hekl 
in a Virginia Beach stadium. 

"I was b(Kn and raised in Virginia 
Beach, and I don't care to go into 
Norfolk." said Ekanor Gray, vault 
manager for the Dura Safe Com- 
pany on North Birdneck Road. "I 
don't go to die games in Norfolk, 
but I would if diey were in Virginia 
Beach." 

Despite all the support for a Vir- 
ginia Beach Tidewater Tides sta- 
dium being built, diere were some 
contacted who said diey eidier were 
indifferent to diis proposed project, 
or that diey did not like die idea. 

"Location doesn't have anything 
to do widi it," said Virginia Beach 
resident Richanl Curry, who owns 
an Allstate Insurance Company of- 
fice on Pleasure House Road. "You 
can't say having a Tides stadium in 
Virginia Beach is great, and having 
one in Norfolk sucks. We are a re- 
gion, and what goes on in one 
Hampton Roads city directly affects 
what goes on in anoUier ... we 
need to identify die Hampton Roads 
area as one with much to offer, 
rather than single out Virginia 
Beach as being special." 

Curry said he diinks die Tidewa- 
ter Tides team is currently "being 
used as a political manipulator, 
and." he said, "I don't like diis one 
bit. 

Some said driving a little bit less 
far to attend baseball games was 
insignificanL 

"I couldn't care less if die sta- 
dium is in Norfolk or Virginia 
Beach," said Kevin Mass, a Vir- 
ginia Beach resident who works at 
die Marjak Motel. "If I want to go 
to a baseball game, I'll go. It 

doesn't have to be in Virginia 
Besch." 

Hie overall concensus, diough, 
was pro-Tides in Virginia Beach. 

"Bring 'em here," said Virginia 
Beach resident Rick Fee, retail 
manager for Ski Worid Limited. 
"Definitely bring 'em here." 
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widen roa(b there." 

Rosenfield said that diere are 
many ways in which stadiums pay 
for diemselves. 

"The city gets a good portion of 
die revenues," he said, "and diough, 
as a general rule, stadiums never 
really pay for diemselves, a stadium 
would produce 25 to 40 percent of 
d^t sovice each year - dial's one to 
one-and-half million in debt service 
in a year." 

Rosenfield said a bas^iall sta- 
dium can be compwed to facilities 
such as die Pavilion or Scope. ^ 

"In orda to have a good city, yoQ 
have to have these Ao^," he s^' 

He said that a city homing a sta* 
dium stimulates die economy in 
various ways, such as increasii^ 
tourism. 

"And besides all the pec^e wh6 
COTic to see die gMnes. diere are die 
players, die coaches and die man- 
a^ on our team, who rent apart- 
meitts for the season and spend their 
money here, and the players on 
visiting teams, who put up a tot ^ 



money fw hotels, restaurants and 
such," Rosenfield said. 

Rosenfield did not have figures 
on hand, but he said the quantity (^ 
sun}lies TPSI purchased from local 
merchants was "ample." 

He did have die concessions fig- 
ures. 

"We purchased well over 
$100,000 worth of concession 
IHoducts diis year," he said. 

Met Park currently employees 
between 40 and 60 part-time work- 
ers, and the new facility will hire 
twice diis many, said Rosenfield. 

"I'm telling you - these 
(stadiums) are not just luxuries - 
diey are moneymakers," he said. 
"And even more important than 
diis. diey add so much die quality 
of life in a city, its incakulable." 

The Virginia Beach Sun at- 
tempted to contact Norfolk's eco- 
nomic devek^nnent department ^ 
city managers offices to ask offi- 
cials about how hosting the Tides 
h^ affected dieir city economkally, 
but a reports phtme calls were not 
rettned by deadline.
